and his Apoiles ; we account them fheep of Chrift, er Chriſtians, 
who continue in the word of Chriſt, and keep the Ordinances as 
they were delivered to the Churches by the Son of God, when 
they may le enjoy them; and that-they who» aegleRt and deſpiſe 
them when they ſo may be had,and praiſe Baby«{prinkling are dif-- 
obedient to Chriſt,and followers of the Pope. 'In'a word, they which 
faithfully follow that light which God layes before them, arethe be- 
loyed of his ſoul, and pretious in his fights As for his tearm rebap= 
rize, we neither know nor dowe praftice any ſuch ching, acither cag 
he prove his accuſation-againft us ; except he can /proye that the 
iprinkling-of- Babes inthe face with a litcle water ,. bethie Ordinance 
of Baptilme appointed for us by the Lord Jeſus in his word of truth 
and then we ſhall owne ic. and Mr. Trowghton alſo init. 
Thirdly. He accuſeth-us for baptizing ; ef intothu Faith,

In a word, we are to joyn- with the Lord Jeſus the head of the bo- 
dy,not with men,nor fellow them further then they follow Chrift, 

Fourthly , He accuſeth us, ſaying, that we owne ſuch as Chriſts 
Diſciples, who are baptiz,'d ints our opinion be they never ſo 1g- 
norant and vain, &c. This is a meer ſcandal: for firlt, we baptize 
none but ſuchas in ſome good meafure kaow their miſerable fate 
by fin, the loye of God by a Saviour, &'c. And as'for luch as walk 
in a yaia conyerſation, they are caft off, if they refuſe to hear the 
Charch. And whereas he ſaies, we unchurch all thar differ from us 
though never ſo ſpiritual, heavenly, experienced Chriſtians ; T fay, 
firſt, as bcfore,that they that walk up to the light which God allows 
them.are his Congregation. 2. That they who haye the word of 
God, and follow Ehrift and his Apoſtles 1a Goſpel-obedience, are 
the Church of, Chrift, his Diſciples and experieaced Chriſtians,accor- 
ding tothe Scripture computation, ſee Foh.8.31. 

To the fifth Accufatien ( where he ſaith, we refwſe to hear the 
ableft. and moſt approved Minifters of the Goſpel, except it be to 
cavil againſt them) I aaſwer, Ic is not ſo, for thoſe that are ap- 
proved Miniſters of the Goſpel ( I mean ſuch as yeeld obedience to 
to Jeſus Chrift in his commands, and follow him in life and 
doctrine) we freely hear. But we do not judge them who rejeRtrhe 
counſel of God, and teach otherwiſe then Chriſt and his Apoiles 
taught, able and approved Miniſters of the Goſpel ; though they 
talk long and loud , yea though they could ſpeak*with the tongue 
of Angels, As for Tithe-takers, Baby-ſprinklers, and Pareiſh- 
Ainifters, their practice declaterh thera co be ar leaſtin ſome chings 
Popiſh Levitical Priefts, aftiog contrary: to the precepts and praftice 
of Jeſus Chrift, and ſo Antichriftian, By the word'cav4/ I judge he 
means reaſon out of the Scriptures, and in this we deſire ro do as 
we would be done by , for we never deliver any DoQtine. publickly, 
but we are willing publickly to #ive an accounc of what we declare 
to them. And for the ſeryiceablenels of thoſe (whom Mr. 7reugh- 


"Fox counts) able Miniſters, to the tate , I ſhall at preſent be lent, 


onely adding, that moft of us whoma Mr. Trowghtos traduceth in 
the margin of his book, have adyentured our lives in che feryice of 
the Commonyealth, and ſhall again; when thereuato called.

Sixthly, He accuſeth us, as everthrowers of Magiftracy, and 
for accounting the Pariſh-Priefts Amtichriſtian perſecntors , 
when they call for the civil power to paniſh ſuch as would pab- 
lickly diſpute their Doltrine and Miniftery (he calls it che keep« 
iog of order and peace in the'Cengregation, whilſt they are about 
the worſhip of God , and to prevent cumbuſtions, &c.) 1 anſwer, 
This is a meer fittion , they are ture the Magiſtrates*molt faithfiil 
friends, who deſire them to wait on that office which God'hath call- 
ed them to ; and they areenemies to the civil powers, who call to 
them ro do that whichis not appertaining to their duty. /Now we de- 
fire the Magiſtrate as a Magiſtrate, to exercife his power in its proper 
place : as for example, if any had-been at. Odeby, or are elſewhere 
ſtickers , or breakers of the peace by any means , God hath ordain- 
ed the powers that are, for the punien of ſuch evil doers. But- if 
any do defire to reaſon. out of the Scriptures about the worſhip of 
the molt high God ; they that call to the Magiſtrate to puniſh ſuch, 
or by the civil Sword to ſtop their mouths, are Antichriftian perſe- 
cutors, yea Tyrants over the conſciences of their fellow creatures ; 
and thoſe Magiſtrates who ſhall (at the requeſt of ſuch Tyrants Y- 
exercile their Authority againſt ſuch as ſeck to finde out the truth by 
diſputing ,. with the falſe Miniſtery (if they take not heed betimes): 
will be overthrown by the might of the Lord, as they haye been be- 
fore chem, who were ated by the Popiſh, Prelatical, and Claſſical 
Clergy, - and execured their-defignes. Sure ir was not'evil in Chrift 
and his Apoſtles, ro diſpute with the DoRors and learned men in the 
Temple and Synagouges, to hear them'and ask them Queſtions. And' 
1 doubt-not bur many of our Magiſtrates are fo wiſe, as not to judge 
ic.a contempt. of Authority to diſcuſs things wherein we differ in 
macters of Religioa: -if chey ſhall, how differs our condicisn'fron 
what it was under the Biſhops ? 1f1, or any of thoſe Teachers whiom' 
Mr. Troxgh. oppoſeth and repreacheth as Anabaptiſts, ſhould'call 
tothe Arm of fleſh/to-hinder any ſober man from asking us a queſti-! 
cn about our doEtrine(eyen in the miglt of an exerciſe) we ſhould at 
contrary to our Lord Chritt, for ke never did fo; and let Mr. Trovg.”'

This is very untrue, for there are none admitted into any congrega- 
tion that I know, (amongſt thoſe whom Mr. Through, profeſſeth 
kimſelf to eppoſe) as members (much lefs as Teachers) but ſuch as 
givea faichful account of the principles of the doQtine of Chriſt (rhe 
orderly walking ia which, Mr. Trough; and many of his tribe eall 
kerefie.) Bur I perceive he is much croubled becauſe fome of his 
neighbors, who are husbandmen or tradeſmen, do ſornetimes preach 
the Goſpel ; and blots the margine of his book with the infammy 
which he thinks to caft on them. Why may not husbandmen preach 
aſwel as an Exciſe-mans Clark, &e.

Thelt ObjeRions are the Pillars of Acheiſm 
and Ragnteriſm: and if ſuch as ſay that Chriſt never dyed for all, 
and that he decreed the diſobedience of the creatures, follow their 
principles up co the height , they will in time either be reconciled to 
tach, or die 1n deſpaire. 

Theſe things (being ſeriouſly conſidered by humble hearts) will 
let them ſee that God never ordain'd, appoiated, or chole men to an- 
beliefe and diſobedience, nor ever leftchem co themſelves (which they 
call permitting of fin) cill cheir peryerſe hearts reſiſted his Spiric,and 
departed fromhim ,; but leaving or paſſing by the fallen Angels, he 
ſer his heart upon loſt man, he choſe or appointed that creacurets 
live in the world, to ſerye him in holineſs and righteouſneſs : and this 
is that which I call the general eleAion,appointment, or pre-ordinati- 
on of God, through and in Chriſt , to live here, to the means of 
grace, to do well &c, 

But, will ſcme ſay, General eleftion # 4 contradift ion, Elettion 
being ataking a part ont of the whole. 

Anſw. Election is ſo indeed ; and that which I affirm in this point, 
is the fame-; for out of the whole of what was fallen , he choſe a 
part(viz.) Mankind, to ſtand before him : as when a heap of Gold 
and a heap of ſilver is before a man, and he having power or liberty 
ro make his choiſe, takes one of the heaps, chuſeth all the gold or the 
filver as he pleaſerh ; ſo it was the pleafure of Jehovah (Angels and 
men being fallen, and both before him) to regard or-ſer his heart up- 
on, or chuſe poor undone man. 

Burt I beſeech you to conſider, thac I never faid that he choſe or 
appointed all men(as men)to eternal life : for there is a ſpecial eleRi- 


' on (as well as a ſpecial falyation) of ſuch as believe. Thar there is a 


ſpecial eleftion or appointment 'of ſome co eternal life, 'is' agreed on 
by all ; and chat this eleRtion was from the foundation of theworld, 
is denyed by none that owne the Goſpel: and that this. eleion or 
appojntment.to eterval happinels is of ſuch men and women who be- 
lieve and obey him, following that holy rule and lightwhich be hach 
given-them ,-is as true; for no rational mans: {9 abſurtl ,- as ro fay 
that he choſe any. others amongſt grown perſons to everlaſting glo-

Yet ſome affirm; that be choſe to ſalvation a sert ain number of 
perſons, perſonally conſidered onely as creatures. bg 

Of whom I would firſt demand , Whether EleQRtion be not ac- 
cording tothe foreknowledge of God, ſutable to Rem.8. 29. Whom 
he did foreknow, them be 1a predeftinate, and thatin 1 Pet.1.2. 
Elelt according to the foreknowledge of God. If it be (as without 
controyetfie it is) then I affirm that God forekneiw their obedience as 
well as their perſons ; or elſe you maim and bound the infinite and 
unlimited Forcknowledge of the moſt High z: to whom not onely all 
his own, but all our works were known from the beginning. 

But the great queſtion is, Phether the creatures obedience fare- 
knowndid: move God to give him eternal life ? 

To which I anſwer, Firth, that eternal life is the gift of God, Rom. 
&;laſt . 

Secondly , That eleQtion to eternal life is onely according to the 
purpoſe and counſel of his own will ; and what that is, the Scriptures 
do eyidently Manifeſt (viz.) that the purpoſe and will of God be- 
fore the world began, was to-make Chrift che Author of eternal 
ſalvation to thoſe ahat obey him, that ſuch as belive fol not 
periſh, but bave eternal life, Joh.3.1 5,16. and 6.40. that ſuch as 
do well, and by patient continuing in wel-doing ſeek. for glory, 
hononr, and immortality, ſhould have eternal life: read Joh. 5.29, 
with Rom.2.7. 

Thirdly, EleCtion to eternal life is :broagh ſantification of the 
Spirit and beliefe of the truth, 2 Thel, 2.13. He hath choſen to 
himſelf the man that ts godly, Plal.4, though nor for being Godly, 
yet it was his pleaſure to chuſe ſuch. 

ObjeRt. But they are Godly and believe, by vertue of their 
eleflion preceding. | 

I grant it, underſtanding it of chuſing or appointing all men to 
live here, and tolive to him, as I have before ſhew'd ; for had there 
not been ſuch an eleion by the Free unſought-for mercy of Jeho- 
vah, no man had eyer believed,no nor had life or breath.

Search the Scriptures, and you ſhall fee exemplary teſti- 
monies to confirm this : conſider AtF.9.1 5. After Pax! was called:

the ſame Apcttles {aying, Rom.16.7. Salute Andronicu and Ju- 
nia my Kinſman, who are of note among the Apoſtles, who alſo 
were in Chriſt before me.

Anſw. 1 know God doth give or grant men to belieye and ſuffer: 
he gives the power or ability to believe or ſuffer, or elſe ic were im- 
poſſible that men ſhould doeither : aff owr ſufficiency is of God, 
he gives the objedt of Faith, Chriſt, or the Word of Truth ; and 
he gives power or ability to believe this cruch. But to fay thar God 
gives the duty or at of faith, is not comumon ſenſe, for that were all 
one as toſay that God belieyes and obeys : for he thar aQs a thing, 
is faid to do it z and be that aQs faith, is the believer : He workerh 
in his creatures fo will and to do ; and then it's their duty to work 
out their ſalvation with fear, Kc. ( not with fear leſt God ſhould 
fail then, bur) leſt they ſhould come ſhort, &c. | 
For the fuller diſcovery of this, confider {eriouſly what is ſaid, ]/ar. 
43-9,10. 'Let all the nations be gathered together , let all the 
people be aſſembled , who among ſt them can declare thi,aud ſhew 
u former things ? let them bring for their witneſſes, that they 
may be juſtified , or let them heay, and ſay, It ts truth. Te are 
”y witneſſes, ſaith the Lord , and my ſervant whom I have cho- 
ſen; that ye MAY know and believe me, and underſtand that 1 
am he. Before me there was no God formed, neither (hall there be 
after me, ; in F 
Wheace I ſee, firſt, when men hear-truth , they may and muſt ac- 
knowledge it. Secondly , that all Nations may know and belieye 


God, and that there i none but he, &c. Thirdly, that all people. 


are and ſhall be witneſſes againſt themſelyes, and Chrift is and ſhall 
be witneſs that they MAY know and believe God : and indeed, no- 
thing hinders men frem doing theſe things, bur ſelf-will, che Devil, 
andfalle Teachers, who ſay that God hath not given all men ability 


and underſtanding to know and belieye God ; and people are very 


' glad of ſuch dottrine, that they may lye in their (ins 31 and yer lay 
the fault upon God, and ſay that he doth not give thera power to do 
what he requires of them; and if he would give them moreyrace., 
then they would do better : and fo bleſſing themſeyes in their hearts, 
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go 0n in their wickednels, hoping to fiade an excuſe in thelaft day , 
that God was wanting to them, coutrary to Iſa. 5.4. where the 
Lord enquires, What could have been dowe-meore 10 his Vineyard 
which he had not done for it ? to which Mr. Trowghton and the rett 
which hold ſuch principles, might reply, that God might have done 
more, for he might have brought forth good grapes for thees, 
er force them to bring forth good grapes, by an unreſiſt able pow- 
er ; which he neyer did, nor eyer will, though poor. igoorant crea « 
tures have ſotanght ard believed, contrary to Row.l. 19, 20, and 
chap.2.15,t6., whereit'sclear that God hath furniſhed every man 
with ſo much means for the knowledge and obeying of him , as. 
will leave them without excuſe ; which is granted by all. 

Object. But, ſay they, rhowgh it may leave them without ex- 
caſe, yet it may not be ſufficient to ſalvation. 

, Anſw. This is moſt unbeſceming the mouth of a ſober man : for 
if the means of grace extended by the Lord'to meny. be ſufficient for 
the glorifying of him, it is not tbo lictle for the glorifying of them. 

Againe, thoſe means which men afford their ſeryants for the doing 
of their work, will not leave them without excuſe, if not.ſufficieat to 
effe& that whichis expeRted from them through thoſe means + and 
will mea ſtill make God as anſtere maſter , reaping where he did 
ot ſow ? God forbid | He was called 4 wicked and flathful ſer- 
vant, Mat.2 5.26,27. that taxed the moſt High with ſuch dealings. 
And the hard ſpeeches of men who ſay that God expeRts more from 
men then he gives them ability to do, and that he will puniſh chem 
with eternal damnation ro whom he gives not means (nfficient to 
falyation, will one day be rewarded as that ſervant was, Math. 

25.28.30, if they repent not, Sha# nor the jwage of all the earth 
do right ? Gen. 18. 25. I beſcech the Reader co weigh well that 
which che Spirit of God ſpeaks,Job 34.23 for he will not lay upon 
man more then right that ſhould emter into judgement withGod. 
Surely if all men ſhall be left without excuſe, it ſhall be by having 
ſufficient meags for the doing of that which God expected from them 
in their generation, and for not doing whereof they ſhall be dama'd. 
Read Matth.25.45 46.and 2 Theſ.1.8. chap.2.10,11,12, But 
if they had not what was ſufficient for enabling them co know God, 
and belieye the truth unto ſalvation; they will hyve an excuſe(viz.)

Some hold, that a man is meerly paſſive in this work , as he was 
in the univerſal creation ; and ſome ſay that there are others who 
teach that man makes himſelf a new creature : if there be any ſuch , 
I am ſure that they are both in extreams, and 'far fromthe truth of 
God, That which I have found true in the Scripture, and-by experi- 
ence, is this, That God (having appointed or choſen, and created or 
made man to {eek or ſerve him, when his creatures become able to 
underſtand the difference between good and evil, and to be cheer'd 
in the doing of one, and checkt in the committing of the other)comes 
ro inftruRt and teach them; even when they are dead in fins ard treſ- 
paſſes, ſtretcheth forth his hands to them, inviteth them, beſeccherh 
them, and ſheweth them his love ; convinceth-them of fin by the ligke 
of the Lord manifeſt in the heart, or by his word : and who 
learn of theFather, lay to hearthis love, conſider their miſery, ſee the }þ 
filchineſs of fin, follow the light, hearken to his voice, and fo receive - 
his Sog. To theſe (who were his off-ſpring before in the firſt or gene- 
al creation ) doth he grant power to become the children of God, 
even to ſuch as believe on hu name, John't. 12. and fo become 
the workmanſhip of God,created unto Chrift Jeſus in good worke, 
they are begotten and borne againe by the Goſpel, that immortal 
ſeed of the word; which liveth and abideth for ever. They _ ;

10.43. Tohim give all the Prophets witneſs, that through his 
wame whoſoever believeth ou hins ſhall receive remiſſion of fins. 
So that through the application of the blood of the Lamb to their 
ſouls by believing , they come to be delivered and have redemption 
from theſe fins of theirs, and this redemption or parden of fin is in 
time, and conditional upon faith and repentance, 

I hall indeayour further to ilkuftrate this, by a familiar Gmilitude 
thus ; Suppoſe the ſeryant of ſome mighty Emperor or Geaeral 
ſhould commit an hainous offence, to both the high diſpleaſure and 
diſhonour of his mafler, and (now conceiving in his heart that his 
Lord was full purpoſed to puniſh him with exquiſite and exemplary 
torments) ſhould ſecretly depart to his mafiters greateſt enemy, and 
with him, wich a heart full of envy, wrath, and deviliſh deſpite, cons 
crive the deſtruftion of him whom he had lateiy diſobeyed : in the 
mean time, this mighty man (having no ſuch thoughts as his wicked 
ſervant imagin'd) hearing that another potent perſon, for ſome hor- 
rid crime, had condemned his run-agate ſervant to dye, gives his only 
Son to ſuffer death, to preſerve his live ; who yerftill (not knowing 
his Lords loye) with a perverſe and inraged heart, carrics on the de- 
Gene of his maſters ruine : but in the midft of his malice and fear, ha- 
ying certaine intelligence of the tranſcendent kindneſs of one whom 
he had fo highly incenſed, and of his owa willingneſs to receive him 
even as a Son, if ke would return to him, preſently his ſoul begins ro 
melt , hatred lets go the hold it had upon his heart, and admi- 
riag ſuch unexpeRed and undeſeryed love, bis bands of wickednefs 
fall off,che rage,rancour,and wicked reſolutions which poſleſs'd himy 
areall caft out; the ſuare is broken, and he is delivered, not only 
from that death which his Maſters Son quitted him of, by dying for 
him , But alſo by applying and conſidering his Lords loye, of thoſe 
bloody fins and defignes againſt his Maſter, and begins to think of 


returning to him, who had done ſuch great things for him, Thus 


Rands the caſe berwixt God and man : when Adew had finned, he

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ran away from his Maker { and what ſpirit he was'of tewards him, 
ou may perceive by his Anſwers to him, Ges. 3.) who yethad 


Hough love and peace towards him, and:gave his onely Son to. 


ranfome him from the pit, of which ranſome or redemption all.his 
poſterity, being in his loynes, are partakers: but they have all (as 
may ſay, one by one) departed from: their God, and rebelled againſt. 
him that redeemed them. and contiaue long ignorant of the loying 
kindaeſs of the Lord. at length, the Lord by his teachings (as him- 
ſelf pleaſeth) makes known his goodneſs and riches of grace ; and 
as many as belieye or lay to heart what he hath done for their ſouls, 
how he gave the Sonof his love todye (yea to deftroy the power of 
death) for them, that they might live by him,and through him riſe 
from the grave, and that-they haye this redemption, er deliverance 
through the blcod of Jeſus ſhed for them, and haye clear evidence 
of this by the Spirit in the Scripture of truth, they begin to loath a 

leave their fins ; the loye of God known, ecafts out their baſe fedfF 
kis mercy manifeſted, deſtroyes their malice, pride, luſt , coverouſ- 
neſs, ec, cuts in ſunder all the cords of yanity in which they were 
held, carries them quite out of their priſoa whercih their ſouls were 
pent up; though fin tugs hard, yet at laſt it is fain to remitics hold ; 
and though before they uo'd fin as a friend, they nowletitgoas an 
enemy ; and fo in the end, through -the applying of that blood 
which was ſhed for them, they are redeemed our of the hand gf the 
caemy ; and by the application of the blood of Chrilt, they receive 
remiſſion. of THEIR fitis, as they before had by the effufion of it 
the: remiſſion and redemption from Adams fin, which, as I be- 
fore hinted, was abſolute, unſought for, free, and univerſal. This 


is conditional and eſpecial, 
And if any ſhall demand, 
© Why all have not this redemption, 


I anſwer, Beeauſe they belicye not, they lay got the blood of 


Chrift co heart , if they did, ir were impoſſible that they.ſhould be 
fo carried away with luft, pride, ignorance,lying, ſwearing,cheating, 
drunkenneſs, gaming, coyetoutneſs, formality, lukewarnefs, ilde- 
neſs, and all manner of diſobedience : for if men did conſider che 
grace of God, if they knew the. gife of God, and his kindneſs 


which towards man appeared, and thoughts of peace he harbours 


cyen towards them that are in rebellion againſt him, yes, how-he

was Reconciled to them who yet are enemies; they, even they, 
would harbour ſweet thoughts of God, no loager look upon him 
as an enemy ; But throwing away the. weapons. of wickedneſs 
(their fins) would conſider him as thechicf of friends, and fo be 
reconcil'd to him, as the Apoftle ſpeaks, 2Cor.5,20. and of which 
the prophet 1/#54h ſpeaks, Chapter 27.5. This reconciliation alfo is 
ſpecial and proper to belieyers. = he 
Thus haye1, as briefly as I cold (and more briefly then the mat- 
ter indeed will well allow) ſpoken of redemption and reconciliation ; 
how general, and how fpecial. 
come in'the next place, by Jehovahs help, to treat of Juftifica« 
tion, which is alſo univerfal and ſpecial z The one is by the effufion 
or pouring out of the blood of Chriſt ; the other by the application 


' of it: of the one, mention is made, Rows. 5. 9. Being now yuſtsfied 


his bleod,8c, and thus God is ſaid to [nfiifi the ungodly Rom. 
+5. but that this may be the better underftood, we muſt confider 

that there is a twofold (in or offeace: That which ſome call original, 

which the Scriptures call one offence,- or offence of one, even Adams, 

and thoſe innumerable tranſgreſſions which eyery man and woman 

commit. From the former only I figde that all are juſtified, by che 
pouring out of the blood of the Lamb lain fromythe foundation of 
the world : from the latter none is or ſhall be, but through the ap- 

lying of that blood by believing : The former ef theſe is abſolutely 

Free. ſutable to this is, Roms, 3. 24+ Without any condtien; and 

is univerſal, as you may fee, Rom. 5- 18. The latter is alſo free 

on Gods part, but upon condition of belieying,on ours, as you may 

find eHE.13.39. ; | 

For the further clearing of this thing, Idefire the reader with me 
to reyeiw that lately-recited text; Rows.5.1 8, and I ſhall lay it down 
according to the Original : Therefore | as by one offence (or fin) 
condemnation egme upon all men; even ſo by one, juſtification to 
life came upon all men. 

But having handled this point partly before, upon another occa=, 
fien, I ſhall vnly reminde the reader thattheſecexts hold forth this 
cleerly tous, that as fin came upon (or was imputed to) all men by 
Adam ; \o righteouſneſs came upon(or was imputed _ all men by 
Ghuit : andas for that fin all men were condemned to dye ; ſo from 
that death all fhall through Chriſt be made alive : and this is agree-

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able to the Scriptures, 1 Cor.1 5. 22 and all divine juſtice and rea= 
ſon ;' for had not Chriſt juſtified mankind from that offence, Adaw 


and all his poſterity had been baniſhed from God for eyer; : as you | 


may plaialy perceive by that which is written, 2 Sam. 14.14. I 
would gladly know, whether any man hath life here, or can riſe from 
the grave , but by Chriſt. by whom areall things, or whether we 
could by any means enjoy theſe, if we were not juſtified from thac 
which deprived us of ir, and fo quitted from that ptiſon the grave, 
which without a Chriſt dying and rifing again, would have kepr 
Adam, and in him all his poſterity, under irs power ; but the day 
hall come,when all that ſleep in the duſt ſhall riſe, and ſhall give 
an account before the Lord (nor of Adams fin, but) of the things 
done in their ewn bodies : fo that it ſeems that when every creature 
ſhall ſtand before the Judge of the world, they ſhall not be look'd 
upon-a$ 'untighteous perſons, becauſe Adaws did offend. If an

thus:

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thus :>Ged having in the purpoſe of his own will, freely juſtified 
mankind from that fin of Adam, and granted them to liye in this 
world, they all commit many grievous offences againſt that loving 
God that gave them life, breath, and all things, by lying, twear- 
ing, drunkenneſs, theft, murder, adultery, fornication, pride, ambi- 
tion, covetcouſneſs, idleneſs, cozening, envy, 'by evil thoughts and 
evil words, from which the law of ſoſesis too weak to jultifie them, 


for let poor creatures annoyed, imcumbred, and compalſs'd abouc 
with theſe fins, read the Law of AMoſes, or offer up ſacrifices ac- _ 


cording tothat Law, yecthat will aor drive fin our of the ſoul : bur 


the blood of Chrift applyed by faith, the blood of Chrift ſprinkled 
upon the conſcience, will purge out fin. When a poor ſoul doth 
know and belieyethat Jeſus Chriſt fed his blood for him or her,r 

begin to hate iniquity, and abhor every fin ; and at length, through 
faich (z.e.). the 6.2 Ohh application of the blood of Chrift to their 
hearts, they whe formerly were ſervants of (in, and -free from righ- 
teouſneſs , become quit, juſtified, freed from fin, and ſeryants of 
righteouſneſs : for with the heart man believes unto righteouſ- 


| #eſs, Rom. 10. 10. ſo that by believing they become juſtified 


(righteons, and cleered) from thoſe ſins from which they could 


-not be juſtified by the Law of Moles, as that before I hinted from 


the mouth of the Apoſtle Pax/, As 1 3.39-Sothat which I find in 
the Scripture, conceraing this,is.that though God hath freely through 
the pouring out efthe Lambes blood taken away the fin of the warld 
(non Adams (in) yet none ever did or can get free or juſti- 
from the fins which they themlelyes haye commicred in their own 
bodies, but through believing or laying to heart the goodaels, kind- 
nels, grace, mercy, or love of God, which towards man. appeared in 
Chrif Jeſus before the world began ; and in ſome meaſure of light 
or other, hath becn, is, or ſhall be manifeſt to all men. Of this 
juſtificatidh by faith, the Scriptures of rruth ſpeak much; as Rows. 
5-1. Being juſtified by fatth, we have peace with God, from 
whence I gather, that (though God be at peace with us in relation 
tothe firſt tranſgreſſion) yet no man can have peace with him in their 
own ſouls in teference to thoſe man fins that thermſelyes have com- 
mitted bur by belieying or laying hold of his ftrength, as you may ſee,

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many other placesz as Gal. 3:1 6,3.8. & 24,8tc. As for juſtifica- 
tien by works; as the Papilts plead for it, the Scriptures own no 
ſuch thing : only as they ſerye to juftifie our faith before men, ſhew- 
ing it to be ſuch a faith as worketh by love, and is agreeable to the 


word of the Lord. 


The next in order to be ſpoken of, is 7uſtsfication ; in treating of 
i: I ſhallfuſt, with the aide of God, 'ſhew you by the Scriptures 
how all are ſanRified, and then how onely ſome are lantified by the 
blood of Jelus, 

Firſt, there is a ſanRification of all men, and that is by the blood 
of the Lambe ſlain from the foundation of the world, poured out, or 
ſhed for them, For the full diſcoyery of this, I would defire the 
reader to confider, what ſanRtification is according to the Scripture, 
and he ſhall finde that it is either a cleanſing, purging, or a ſeparat- 
ing ſomthing to an holy uſe, aud this is either by blood , or by the 
word of truth or Spirit of God. A word or two of the former of 
theſe : when all mankinde were polluted and- unclean through the 
offence of one, and-in him baniſhed from the preſence of God, and 
condemn'd to the duſt, our dear Redeemer by his blood freely purg- 
ed away that ſpot or filthinels, (which would haye kept men our of 
the preſence of God for eyer)that ſo all men and women are through 
him ſeparated or ſfagRtified to {rye the living God : and for proof 
hereof, ſearch the Scriptures, and fee Heb. 1 3.1 2. Pherefore Feſtus 
alſo that he might ſanttifie the people with hisown hlood, 9's <a 
without the gate. And if any ſhall ſay that the text proves not that 
he ſanCtified all men with his blood, 

Anſme. firſt, There 'are none excluded. - 

Secondly, His ſuffering  wichout the gate, argues that his blood 
was (hed to fantifie oth Jews and Gentiles, which are all the peo- 
ple that the Scripture makes mention of. 

Thirdly, If Chriſt had not by kis blood ſanRtified whole man- 
. Kind from the filth of Adams faulc, they had never had life oriliber- 
ty to ſerve God, | 

And if any ſhall ay, that God hath not through his Son given all 
men liberty to ſerve him: then it ſeems thatthey who ſhall bedamn'd 

riſh , becauſe God would not give them liberty , or leaye to obey 
kim;or clfe becauſe Adam did cat the forbidden fruit; either of which 
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is abſurd, yea horrid to a knowing ſpirttual heart. 

But more clearly is the evidence given by the ſame Apoſtle, Heb. 
I®,29, Of how much ſorer puniſhment ſuppoſe ye ſhall he be 
thenght worthy, who hath trodew under foot the Son of God, and 
conned the blood of the Covenant, wherewith he was ſanitified, 
au unholy thing, and hath done diſpite to the Spirit of grace ! 
Whence, without yiolent wrelting of the Scriprure ( a thing that ma- 
ny ule, to ſerye their turnes) we may clearly conclude, that they who 
trample under foot the Son of God, and do defpite to the Spirit of 
grace, and count the blood of the Coyenant as an- unclean or unholy 
thing, were ſanRtified by that blood which they o lightly regard. 
Now all will grant, that they who prize Chriſt , obey the teachings 
of the Spirit, and highly eftcem the blood of the Son of. God, were 
fanRified by ic ; and the Scripture here evidently teftifies, as before 
mention'd , that others, cyen the worſt of men (as I may ſoſay) were 
likewiſe ſanRified z who then is excluded ? or are there any more 


. forts of men and women , but ſuch as obey the __ ard ſuch as 


refilt ic ? Is it not molt eyidenc that all were ſanctified by the blood 
of Chrilt ? eyen they that trod it under foot, and flight it , and deſ- 
piſe the Spiric of grace, and Son of God ? I am not ignorant of the 
many poor ſhifts which I and others have had to evade the truth of = 
God toplainly revealed in this pretious place of Scripture ; but I 
judge they are'not worth the taking notice of. 

Objedt. But ſome may enquire happily, What xs my end, tn on- 
deavouring to prove that ungodly men, who tread under foot the 
Son of God,&c, were ſanitified, juſtified, reconciled, and redeem- 
ed by bis blood? : | 

Anſw. That when I meet with ſuch, I may declare unto them 
the righteoufnels, kindeneſs , and goodwill of God, convince them 
of their ingratitude; perſwade themto love Chrift, and believe on 
him , to leave their evil learne todo well ; demanding of them how 
they can hayethe heart tolive ſo wickedly , and abule the mercy of 
Gad in, Jeſus Chriſt , by whole blood they were juſtified from that 
one ofterce, and ſantified or fer apart to ſerve God ? how they can 
be ſo unkind 'to their Saviour;and to tread him under foot that bought 
and fanCtified thera with his deareſt heart-blood-? Thar in caſe they 
refuſe, they be left withone excuſe, ſo as they ſhall not be able to fay 
ia che Lft day, Lord, when. did we [hear'of- thy love, or that = 


—— 
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didſt redeem and fanRifie us by thy blood ? and ſo it being manifeſt 
that their deſtruRtion is of themſelyes , the Lord may be clear when 
he judgeth. | ; 

And whereas it may be demanded, How it comes to paſs that all 
ſerve not God in holineſs ? 

I anſwer,firſt, negatively ; Ic is not becauſe God did appoint them 
co unholineſs and diſobedience, ' as ſome blaſphemeuſly fay ; bur be- 
cauſe they refit the holy Spirit, or the teachings of truth, or light of 
Chriſt,fhewiag good and evil;excufing them in doing the of one, and 
accuſing them for.the other 2 for they who receive the inflructions of 
the holy God , and turn at his reproof, ſhall haye his Spirit poured 
out to them: Prov. 1.23. Turn you at my reproof, I will pony 
my Spirit unto you , I will make known my words unto you ; 
and fo the Lord giving'out his word and Spirit, and they receivigg it, 
become partakers of that ſpecial or peculiar ſanRification of which 
I made mentioa but eyen now ; ef which - a word or twa in 
the laſt place. 

When the poſterity of Adam, once fanRified, as I have ſhew'd 
you, by blood, or ſet apart to ſerye Jehovah (which priviledge had 
all loſt in one) comieto know good and evil, to receive yain thoughes 
tolodge ia their hearts, and fo yain words proceed from their lips , 
and vain traditions from their Teachers and fellow-creatures, with all 
which their minds and conſciences, yea their lives zad conyerfations 
become defiled; and as many of theſe as mke notice of the goodneſs 
of God, entertain the rrwe /:ght , that lighteth every man that 
cometh into the world ; does the counſel of God, apply the 
blood of the Lanab , believe on the Lord Jeſus, and take heed to 
their waits according to his word , theſe are led te repentance (or 
a change) come to ſee the finfulneſs of fin , turn from it, have their 
conſciences purged from dead works , and their waies cleanſed , fa 
that at length they come to be holy in heart, and all manner ef con- 
yerfation, and ſo are partakers of that ſpecial ſanRification which I 

am here treating of (4iz.) by the Word and Spirit. 

For the declariag of this more fully, ſhall lay down this Querie . 

What #% the nay. on that men dye in their fins, and are not phrg- 
ed from their filthintſs ? | 

If 1 ſhould as many do, fay, that it was Gods appointment, 
he fo ordain'd it, er that God did not ſhew them his liokt of 
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truth, or rhat he did not do this really, or that he did not give them 
abllity to receiye it as it was manifeſted.and fo follow it, or elle for 


that, he gave not his Son te dye for ther $ neither was it his will that 


they ſhould repent and be fanRtified, but that they ſhould dye in diſ- 
obedience, and fo be damn'd, Sure If I ſhould ſay thus, all good 
men would abbor me for ſuch ſpeeches ( and well they might : ) yet 
theſe are the tenents and fayings of thoſe men, againſt whoſe opi- 
pions I have appeared : and ſurcly I judge, that as a man ſaid to 
Joab in another cafe, I may poſitively eonclude in this, that themſelvs 
would ſet themſelves againſt me, if I ſhould go about and preach 
that God did appoint men to diſobedience and to fin, and not willing 
that al} ſhould come to repentance bur that ſon;e men(even as they a1E 
men) ſhould deſpiſe the riches of his grace and periſh. Thele hard 
ſpeeches I haye keard ſome men to utter. 

Others are more moderate,that God did onely leaye men to them- 
ſelves, 

Whereto I fay, firſt, that God never lefr any man in that tate 
whereunto Adam brought them , for he brought them to the earth, 
and was not able to ſhew them any means of grace, or {o nauch as a 
reſurreRion from the graye ; but God left not any man there, bur 
afforded them ſuch manifeſtations of his love, as will leaye all inex- 
cuſtable before God. 

Secondly, 1 Anſwer, That God did never, nor-ever will forſake 
any poor creature, till they reje&t him, 2 Chror.1 5. 2. But more of 
this elſewhere : onely I add this, that when men have and ill 
do refuſe Godhe trayes them,and will haye nothing to do with them, 

This may ſuffice for eyidence to this truth , that it is not becauſe 
God would haye it ſo, that men are ſtill polluted in their conyerſa- 
tions, and unfanCified in their lives ; But, as you ſhall hear in the 
next place, it is becauſe they believe not : Foh, 8.24. 7 ſaid there- 
fore nnto you, that you ſhall aye in your fins ; torif yee belieye not 
that I am he, ye fhalldye in your fins, 

Secondly, Becauſe they will not be purged, Ezek: 24.13. Be- 
cauſe I have purged thee, and thou waſt not purged, thow ſalt 
not be purged from thy filthineſs any more, till I have made my 
fary to ref upon thee. 

Tiiidly, Becauſe they receive not the word into their hearts, nei-. 
ther take heed to their waves according to it, P/al.119.9, and 1 I.

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And if any hall alleadge. that when God comes to ſandtifie a 
foul. he will do it by an unrefiſtible power ; | 


I anſwer, There's neither. promiſe or example of ſuch a thing , and + 


they who fo affirme, make themſelves wiſe aboye what is written. 
'Fis true, thers are many works which the Lord doth abfolurely of 


himfelf. without calling for the creatures duty in any refpeQs;as in the | 


Creation, Redemption, and Salyation of mankinde from that mile-- 
ry that Adam broughtthem, o as ig and under rhat free, uniyer- 
tal, and Unlimicted confideration which T have ſpoken.of : to when. 
God will deftroy his enemies none ſhall deliver owt of his hands, he 
will work_and none can let it,1{a. 43.1 3. and there are many works 
which he will bring to pals conditionally ; as the redemption juftifj-- 
cation,fanQification, & c.of creatures from their own ſins; and thele he 
will effe& upon receiving and believing the truth, as I havealſo, 
ſhew'd you-1n the treating of thele things uader that {pecial confide- 
ration, which I have preſented to you ; and as yowhave heard. from- 
Atte10-34. Alts 13439. and many other places ; in_ which you 


may ſee that the Lords work, and the duty or endeayour of his crea-- 


tures ( by him furniſhed with ability to do what herequires) mule,. 


and ever did go together:God purifies the heart by faith:lee A&.1 5. 
'9, God it is that purifies, the creatures duty is to believe. The Lord 


doth and will eyer work, according to the counſel of his owne will , 


which alſo he hath revealed in his word : and he hath ſanRifi'd us - 
from the farlt oftence by. his Sons blood ( which otherwiſe would . 


have cauſed our eternal _baniſhment from the Lord; ) yer will got 
fanQifie us from our yain conrſes , but through belief of the truth , 
which cleanſerh the ſouls that receiveit in the love of it: for when a- 

r creature, who long hath ſery'd ſin and Satan , comes to know: 


rhe love of God in Chriſt, and believe it, his hearr is ſo purified, and 


his converſation cleanſed, that he cannot indure fin, but hates every. 


falſe way. denies ungodlineſs and worldly luſts, and lives ſoberly. 
righteonſly, and godly, in thi preſent world.. 2 

And thus having treated of SanRtification alſo under a twofo'd 
conſideration , 1 ſhal\ by che gratious affiftance of God )next ſpeak 
ſometting of Vecation ; which is the call of God, or God's calling 
of his peor creatures to belieye in the ſight which he gives them, and. 
leave off cheir fins : it is his inviting or perſwading mento do well, 
the teerching out of his hands, as it wers, to beſeech men..co come to 
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him (5.e) to conform to his light or revealed will, And this is Uni- 
verfal : for as hechoſe, or appointed , created , deliver , juſtified , 
and ſanAificd mankinde , to ſeck and {erye him ; ſo he calleth all 
men eyerywhere. to know him. obey him , and glorifie him, accord=- 
ivg to that power or ability that he hath given them , or the light or 
commands which he holds forth to them. He calleth the Stubborn 
and rebellious, 1/4.6 5.2. the refuſers, Prov. 1.24. them that periſh, 
and put from them the word of God, and eternal life, A#.1 3.41, 
46. ſuch as ſpend mony for that which is not bread, and their labour 
for that which fatisfieth not ; who thirſt after unprofitable things : 
Iſa.55.1. Ho, every oze that thirfteth , come ; and the Spiyit 
and the Bride ſay, Come ; and let him that heareth, ſay, come , 
and he that is a thirſt come; and whoſoever will. let him come,and 
take of the water of life freely, Rey.22.27- 

And if any ſhall ſay that the people who are here called upon, are 
ſuch as thirſt after Chriſt and his righteouſneſs, 

I Anſwer, that it is a groſs miſtake(though by moſt leokt upon as 
clear truth) for had they thirſted afrer Chriſt, who is the true bread, 
and his righteouſneſs, which filleth and fatisfieth the ſouls of ſuch as 
ſeek him, they had never beea fo reproved : 1ſa.5 5. 2. Why will ye 


' ſpend your money for that which is net bread, and your labour for 


that which ſatisfieth net ? But do not we ſee dayly ſome thirſt after 

blood and revenge, ſome after honour, ſome the praile of men, others 

throueh luxuriant pleaſure melteven as to water the very finews of 

their ſtrength, and ſome for gain, gold, and profit, adyenture eſtate, 

fame, health, and life , yea body and foul, that they may compaſs 

their end ? yet riches profit net in the day of wrath, Prov. 11, 4. 

Who then is excluded frem the call of God, and ro whom hath nor 

his light ſhined ? To come to ſome inftances : when Adam (and all 

mankinde being yet in him) was fallen from God, it pleaſed Jeho- 

vah to call him,to preach the Goſpel, that is, declare his goodnels to 

him, all his poſterity, being yet in his loines ( for I thinke every fober 

man will acknowledge that we were as much in Adars when he was 

reſtored, as when he fell ; and were as much partakers of his mercies 

from God, as we were of his fin)conſider the words of David. Pal. 

90.3. Thon turn:ft manto deftruition, again thou ſayeſt, Came 

againe ye children of men. And from that very day wherein the 

Lord was graciouſly pleas'd to {eek out and call back all mankind loft 
and fled from him in one, co this hour , he hath called and cryed out 
aloud in maaifctarions of loye, one way or other, to eyery man and 
X | Woman 
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woman. See his gracious call ro Cain, Ger. 4.7. If thou doſt well, 
ſhalt thow not be accepted ? By Henoch, Noah, and others, his 
olory and righteouſneſs was reycaled and preached to the old world. 
Ia the Ark, there was neither min nor woman, but was experi- 
mentally acquainted with the loye and will of God ; and rhat 
Cain, Cham, or any others declined the way and truth of God, was 
not becauſe the Loid called them not, or left himſelf without wit- 
neſs towards them, but becauſe they came not, neither received that 
tcltimony of his love whick he gave to them. 

 Andif any ſhall fay, that many Nations had not or have noe, 
any diſccyery of the minde of God, the Apoftle evinceth the contra- 
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ry. and proveth that the obedience of the Heathens cr Geatiles did 


declare the law of God written in their bearts, Rom.2.15, And 
the word of truth tells us of Abraham amoneglt the Caldeans, IMel- 
chizedek amengſt the Jebuſites, Lot amongſt the Sedomites, Fo- 
ſeph and Meſes amongſt the Epyprians, Jethro armonglt the Erhio- 


pians, Job, Ehhu, and others, amongſt the children the Eaft. There | 


was Rahab, Rath, Uriah, Ittai, amongit the Cananites, Moa- 


bites, Hutites,and Philiftims, beſides the conſtant appearances 
of the grace, goodnels, or leye of God, which called-and ſhould 
have led thera to repentance. How evideat it is that the Queen of 
Sheba, Nebuchadnez,zar, Daruu, Artaxerxes, the Ninewetes, 
yea all:Nations had the word and will of the Lord mace known to 
them by the ſervants and Prophets ef the Lord, they that read the - 


Scriptures.of the old Teſtament will quickly perceive. When there 
teemed tobe (through their rejeRirg the light) an almoſt uniyertal 
deluge of darkenels or ignorance oyer the inhabited parts of the 
exrth ; the Lord lifted up his Church of the Jews to fuch an eminenc 
. height upon the Pillars of truth, and gave them the glory and the 


Oracles in ſuch an illuſtrious manner, that all Nations had notice of ' 


it, and ſome out of every Nation under heaven Profelyred them- 
ſelves unto it, as you may gather ont of AF. 2.5. to 1 0, Afﬀcer- 
ward, our blefled Saviour fent his Apoſtles, and they by his Order 
the diſciples, to Preach the Goſpel mm all the world, that fo the 
coodrelſs of God toand ineyery Creature might be more fully made 


known: and hawe not men heard ? ſ#rely the ſound i gone one- 


into allthe earth; and the mercy of the Lord (which is over all his 
. works) whois good to all, hath been declared before the faces of all 
men 
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mcn and women» And God hath ſo called to eyery one, eicher by 
che law in the heart, the lighe of the Lord, by Moſes, the prophets, 
and Chrift (all demonſtrating his rich love) thac (though all have nor 
been led to a change) yer they all ſhall be lefe without excuſe ia the 
great day. Ina word, what Nation was there, to whom ke ſeac 
not his Mefſengers ? what man or woman is there, to whom he hath 
not ſhew'd and offered fayour, in whom he hath not ſhin'd with 
light.and with whom he hath not ſtrived with his Spirit, even ia ſuch 
a fulneſs or ſufficiency , as to performance of thole works to which 
they were appointed, as faith, repentance ? &c. as for example, 
when the wild /ndraxs defile their neighbours wives or daughters,or 
ſteal any thing. & ce. there's a light ſer up by the Lord in their hearts, 
which perſwades them of the evil of their wayes (as yeu ſee by their 
endeavors to conceal their (ins) and what I beſeech you hinders them 
from believing that light or diftate of the Spirit. and from turning 
t5thatwhich the means is ſufficient to efteA?only they rejeR the light, 
follow their luſt,and are rul'd by the divel. 

Obj. Bat (will ſome lay) doth God invite all men, and offer 


grace to all men really and in good earneſt ? 


'T anſwer He doth, though there be that affirme the contrary, and 


-fay that God doth not really and in good earneſt, or without 


hypocrife, oftcr grace to all : But this is one of thoſe hard ſpeeches 
which men have ungodly ſpoken againſt God, and for which ke 
will one day call them co account, as the Apoſtle Fwde intimates to 
us, werſ, 15. 

ObjeRt. But he holds not forth his grace alike to all, nor 
hath he given power altke to all to come to him, that w, to con- 
form to bus will revealed. 

Anſe. This, though it be a frequent, yet it's a frivolous ObjeRtion. 
I only ſay this to it + 

Firſt, that all men have not the ſame meaſure of diſcretton, urder- 
ſanding, or capacity, nor the will of God reyealed in the ſame mag- 
ger and cleernets. Yet, 

Secondly, Every one hath ſome portion or talent at ſeaſt - ſome 
favour is / Hands to the wicked : they that flew the Kings ſervants, 
were invited to the wedding: and that really, Afat. 22; 6, &c. 
neither indeed doth Fehowah expett the fame proportion of ating 
irom every one 10 the world ; he doth not require eyery man to act 

as 
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as a General ; but to what eyer he calls forch any ſoul, he furnifherh 
that creature witheyery thing neceflary for the doing of what he ex- 
pets from him. : ef 

For the better underſtanding of this, confider, that for the en- 
abling of creatures to a, there is a twofold power requifite, yet 
both from God through Chrift: The firlt is, that he hath given to 
men and women, as they are his ereatures: foras ſuch, they can 
hear, ſee, know, underſtand, walk, &c.. And the ſecond comes forth 
from him to them when they are able to diſcerne betwixt good and 
evil ; and this is the law, light, ot motions ofthe Spirit of God pre- 
fenting his goodnels, loye, or grace to them, by this to lead them to= 
wards him; forbidding them to do evil, and bidding them do well. 
The former fits us to do or at, the Jatter to do welt: and till this 
latter, I mean, the law, light, or teachings of God, come in ſome 
diſpenſation or other, the creature cannot,neither is it required to at 
according to the rule of Obedience to God : but when this is come, 
and the Lord layes truth before them, they may know and believe 
kim ; ceaſe from evil, and learn co do well, according tothe light, 
law, or power appearing, as I haye before ſhewed, from 1/4, 43. 
9, 10. h NN 
But ſome perhaps may ſay, that I detraRtfromthe free grace of 
the Creator, and attribute ſomething to the creature, as if be could 
contribute ſomthing towards his coming to God, ard his eternal 
happineſs. | Iry 

I hear there are many that talk much of free grace, nnderſtand- 
tug neither what they ſay, neither what _ po : for though 
the love,grace,mercy,voedneſs,ot kindneſs of Febowab(being all bur 
one and the ſame) beever free, yet it is not alwayes withouta condi- 
tianz for Gods appointing of creating, redeeming, juſtifying, ſani- 
fying, and calling of all mentolive here, to ſerk and ſeryc him, be 
Hohew that God required nothing of the creature to do theſe things 
for hias z he ask*r no price, made no bargain, no man ſought to him 
ia the bufineſs ; but he alone moyed by his own love towards a 
miſerable loſt creature, finiſhed the fore-mentioned works from the 
foundation of the world. for all mankind 3. yet they tha believe not, 
ſhall not enter into reff. Fer the Lords ſake,read and confider Heb. 
4. 1, 2, 3, ſothatnow if men will injoy further manifeſtations of 
the loye of God, they muſt fulfill the _— which God Is 
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of all fuch as would haye ſuch enjeyments : for therefore hath the 
Great Jehovah dene all thoſe things for men freely,tnat men through 
confideration had of his loye, might love him that loved them fix|t : 
and hereupen he will yet loye them, and fhew more of his kindneſs 
to them. Weigh the words of our Sayiour well, Joh. 14.21. He 
that hath my commandments, and keepeth them, he it is that 
loveth me, and my Father will love him, and I will love him, 
and will manifeſt my ſelf to him. 

Ic is not to be doubted but the Father and Chrift did love thoſe 


- that keep his commands, before their Obedience, yea, before they

nity and copgruity : for without controvyerlie, all the obedience of the 
whole race of mankind is not able toconterpoile (muck leſs deſerve) 
the leaſt of the mercies which we enjoy as to this life * and if God 
had laid more labour upon us, and yet given us only-what is here 
below, we could not have ſ2id he had been a hard maſter. If he 
had not Fog to have declared unto us by his Spirit the grace that 
ſhall be brought at the revelation of Jeſus Chrift, we ſhould aeyer 
have heard or thought of it. Ir mult of neceſſity be then, that the 
mercy of God to eternal life, and his contiaued manifeſtation of 
grace in Order thereunto, are molt free : for, | 

Fourthly, Hearing the word of God, faith, repentance, baptiſm, 
prayer, praiſing of God, and other works of Ggſpel-obedicnce, 
which God enables us to do,ſtand us in nething;they are not like the 
coltly and Burdenſom ceremonies of rhe Jews : the Lord onely 're- 
quires that we ſhould worſhip him in Spirit 2nd i truth (that is, as 
leg word of Chriſt, which is Spiric, andcruth, and life, teacheth 
US. 
Laflly, our receiving or believing of light, truth, love, and mer- 
cyes of God, is fofar from making it nor to be a free gift, that this 
makes it tobe ſoto each particular : for though God gave his Son, 
the Goſpel, and eternal life freely, yet no man hath cither of theſe 
to himſelf, as his proper right to his eyerlaſting happineſs, except he 
receive it; If a man leave as a legacie two hundred pound to. be di- 
vided equally by his ſteward berweea tweaty perſons -by him.named, 
che ſteward ſending for thoſe perſons, declares his Lords love and 
eift, offers it, tothem: and to their benefir who rejeR what was be- 
queathed,it becomes a free gift , but to ſuch as Sh Wow not ſo : 
their refuſal of it, keeps ic from being a gift or free t to them, 
though ir till be free ona Gods part, whe tenders it by his inftru- 
meats to them, And thus you ſee, that mans doing. his duty in be- 
lieving and obeying according cothe Goſpel, doth not fruftrace the 
grace of God, no more then. a mans ſtretching out of his hand to re- 
ceive any thing, doth cauſe it to ceaſe from being a gift. 5 
Secondly, I am fo far from detraRting from the grace of Oh 
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when I affirm that God hath of his richand free mercy givea ro e- 
yery manand woman power to do what he expets of them, that 
the defire of my ſoul is ro adyance that alone; and to cleer up this, 
I defire the impartial reader to judge, whe doth moſt adyance the 
riches of grace, they who affirme, with the Seriptures, That Chriſt 
by the ' aw of God taſted death for every max, and that all Na- 
tiens of then ate furniſhed by the Lord with every thing neceſſary 
for the knowing of him,and obeying of his commands layd on them ; 
or they that lay (contrary to the Scriptures) that Chriſt did not dye 
for all, but only fbr a few; and that God hath not given all men 
ability to performe what he commands them to do, that he hath ap- 
pointed ſcme to diſobedience, and ſo to damnation ? 

Who is it that ſpeaks mofi to the praiſe of the glory of Jehovah's 
race, he that ſayes that God doth faithfully offer his grace, and 
call all men _ (s. —_— conform ron inark or oy manifeſted, 
oiving them li and ability to ac is loye, to perform his pre- 
cepts ; or they that ſay that God yn wir thy call all {ni 
and not really ,_ and feemingly offer grace to all men, yer hath be- 
forchand abſolutely decreed the unbclief and diſobedience of many 
of them ? For my part, I amfully ſatisfied with thoſe # #s do 
molt adyance the exceeding riches of grace, which hold berh the 
free and unfeigned tenders of mercy to every man, fo as that all are 
kfe without excuſe, andthe Juſtice of God (who is ao reſpeRter of 
perſons) cleared in the ſight of all men. 

What you would in words ſay of ſuch a maſter as would bind 
his ſervant hand and foot, yer beat him for not coming to him when 
he calls him, or command him toride a hundred miles in one hour, 
and buy two hundred penny-worth of ware with one peny , chreat- 
ning kim with tortures upon his not-performing ſuch uncompaſſable 
commands ,z thoſe men who oppoſe that truth which I plead for 
doin effeRt ſay of our moſt gracious and righteous God, when they 
affirm'that he hath decreed the unbelief and fins of men, and yet will 
condemne them eternally for theſe things ; and chat he hath required 
them to believe and follow him ccning to the light he reveales. 
hath notenabled them ſo to do: which in plain Engliſh is, that God 
exaQs more of his creatures then they are able todo. The Lord 
in mercy yet grant theſe men time and ſpace to repent of theſe 
defines. |

Secondly, To fay that God doth not really intend that grace to 
men which in the means-he extends to them, is a doArine which I 
know makes the hearts of many precious Saints ſad, conſidering how

by ſaying or implying at leaft char men ſhall be damn'd: becauſe God 
did not really and in good earneſt call them, and offer mercy to thera;

yings highly diſhonour'd,and abus'd, - 
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Thirdly , as T have hinted before , Gad is ſaid to give faith 
and repentance, &c. when he affords the meaas (.'. c. ) the word of 
faich, and doctrine of repentance to men-and women come to un- 
derſtanding, and enabled eyery way by him to come to him in the 
duties by him enjoyed, and to open the heart g when he affords that 
key of knowledge, his word (which is ſpiric and life) aged the moti- 
ons or beams of his Spirit to poor ſouls: in a word, Geds work,

3. and by whom all 
things conſiſt , and to whom all power »n heaven and earth us giv- 
en, Matth.28, Of him and for hin are all things. For, colder 
God without a Chrift, and you cannot ſee ſafety or preſeryarion for 
any creature, onely juſtice and ſwift deftruRion for fin. Its manifc 


then, that the preſervation and ſubfiftance of all men through a 


crucified Chrift,the Lamb ſlain from the foundation of the world : ſo 


that if the gloſs which men put upoa chis precious truth were truth , . 


yet it makes nethingſagainft that holy truth of God which I defire ts 
vindicate : bur it's as notorious an uatruth and falſchood , as ever 
came from the mouth or pen of any man ; for whereſoeyer you finde 
the word Saviosr uſed in the New Teftameat , relating to Jeſus 
Chriſt, you ſhall finde the ſame word for it in the Original, as is 
here uſed by the Apoſtle, and which is uſed, Eph. 5. Tit.2.3, andall 
they that can bur read greek, will teftifie the ſame. Neither is the 
greek word Soter ever rendered preſerver -in the whole book of 
God, but alwaies $<vioxr. 
Laftly, Ir is the common practiſe of the enemies of the truth, 
when any thing croffes their tenents, ro make people believe. ( if they 
can) that either the Scriptures mean othewiſe then it ſpeaks, orthat 
the Tranflation (though given by men of their owne judgements) is 
not right : as forexample; where the word of truth ſaies that Chriff 
dyed for all,and that God would have all men to be ſaved,and that 
dhe free gift came wnto all men tothe juſtification of life , "7 
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ſy ir means otherwiſe, and thatthe texr, Heb.2.9. He by the grace 
off God taſted death for every max,and this word who us the Savi- 
our of all men,&c. are not well tranſlated ; for, fay they, it ſhould 
be for every Son, and he is the preſeryer or ſaviour of ſome men,&c. 
Burt I would propound two or three queſtions to fuch men : 

Firft, If theſe things be nor truly, bur _ Tranflated, why 
have they (24ny of they) an hundred times at leaſt read ſuch falle 
'thmgs to us ? 

Secondly, Why do not they read them to us according to that 
which they fay is :the true Tranſlating of the word , (viz.) that 
Chrift dyed but for ſome,and the free gift came only upon ſome men 


tothe juſtification of life ; and char God would have ſome men to be 


ſaycd,that Chriſt rafted death only for every ſon,and that theFather is 
the preſerver of ſome men ? 

Thirdly, and laftly, Whether we fhall be judg'd by that which 
ſome -in a ſlight way, and through miſtake , call the letter ) 
or by that which the Papiſts, Prelates, Presbyrerians, in their Coun- 
cels;Comments, and Synnds, ſay is the meaning of the word ? 

Bur leaving to ſpeak of the fancies of thefe men , I come by Geds 
aſſiſtance to ew how God in Chriſt, and Chriſt threugh God (ter 
theſe in the great work of mans ſalyation mult not be ſeyered) is the 
Sayiour of all men. And that I may perform this, I ſhall eadeayour 
(as in thoſe things before treatsd) rightly to divide the word of truth, 
which holds forth ſalvation rous under ſeyeral conſiderations: there 
is ſalyation as to this life, as. Exod, 14.1 3. Stand ffill, and ſee the 
Salvation of God : ſo As 27. 20.and 31. All hope that we 
ſhould be ſaved was taken away, There is ſalyation preached, AF. 
28. 28. The ſalvation of God is ſent to the Gentiles, and 


. they will hear it, But more plainly, Hebr. 2. 3. How ſhallwe 


eſcape, if we neglett ſo great ſalvation. whioh at firſt began tobe 
ſpoken(or preached) by the Lord himſelf And there is ſalvation pro- 
miſed, called eter»al ſalvation, Heb. 9.5. and falyation to the wtrer- 
moſt, Heb.7-25. Thefirft is a deliverance from that death that came 
by Adams fin; theſecond is deliverance from death in fins and creſ- 
paſſesdy reaſon of every mans aRual fins ; the laſt is that great de- 
liverance from the wrath to come, or ſecond death. The former 
ef theſe onely is univerſal, and hath init two things conſiderable : 
Firſt, what all men are delivered or fayed from, Secondly, what 


chey

"freed From Reftraint. 
they ww Firſt, our gratious God hath ſaved all mankinde from 
that death which cane by Adams offence .in that he by the ranſome 


which himſelf found out. delivered Aden (and fo all men then in his 


loynes) from preſent going downe to the pit; ſo that by Jeſus Chiilt 
we ſubfiſt;and by him alſo he wrought our relugteQtion or deliverance 
from the grave, from which all men ſhall one day be freed and made 
alive by Chrilt, I Cor.I5. 22. : 

But ſome (it may be ) will ſay, 1fChrift hath ſaved all mien 
from the grave, how comes it to paſs that any dye ?- 


I anſwer, firſt, Chrift was never (ent to prevent men from going to 


the grave , but to deliver or {aye them out of or from it, from the 
ower of it. 

Secondly, If the reſurretion from death be a deliyeranceor ſavin 
from the power of the grave (which I think none that fear God will 
deny) and ſome onely partake of it, then I confeſs that God by Chrift 
hath not ſaved all men: but if all ſhall riſe again, thea he is the Sa- 
viour of all men, as the Scripture faith, and as I from that word of 
truth have declared, 

—Burſome ſay, 7s »ot Chriſt but the Father that raiſeth them 
»p. Others ſay, That they riſe by the power of Chriſt, but not as 
a Mediator. 

Thefe weak Objections, and many other filly ſhifts, mea haye de- 
viſed ,_to eyade the truth, and prop up an opinion: bur being not 
worth taking notice of (referring the reader to what hath been before 
ſaid) Icometo anſwer one Objection, with which men fly in the face 
of God; "7" is _ | 

Tu true ( ſay they) God will raiſe up all wen in the great da 

?eſus Chriſt ; but it were better hoy wie let tye in -% bd 

or ever © for he delivers them out of a bad to a worſe condition. 

Firſt, Tdeny that che principal. end of Gods raiſing up men from 
the grave,is to damn them : but that all ungodly men may fee what 


great ſalvation they haye negleRed, and that for the negleR there- 


of _ muſt now be puniſhed. Read I beſeech you, 2 Thef. 2.8, g. 
He + 2a 2. | : : - 
And that all godly men(and ungodly too) may ſeethe clear impar- 

' tial righteous judgement and re julie of yi 9 
claring it by their praiſes of God in their mouths, as Revel,16.5,6, 
7. the other, by their ſpeechleſs _—_ whea they ſhall not be able 


ovah , the one de- 
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ners, the greateſt diſcomfort to the Saints, and the greaceſt diſhonour 
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to open their mouth; or hold up their faces before bim that fitterh up* 


- onthe throne, and in the preſence of the Lamb, whole love and waies 


they have deſpiſed. | 

And laftly, that after the righteous ſentence is paſſed, cyery man 
may receive according to their works, 2 Cor.5el o. 

Secondly, this ObjeRtion is contrary ro many maximes of truth , 
which declare thart life in it {elfe is a bleſſing, and that annihilation or 
rotall deprivation of a being , is one of che greateſt plagues ; but 
eſpecially, it vilifies the Principal doRrine of the goſpel , eyen the 
doctrine of the refurreion, without which no man could haye any 
ſound comfort or incouragement in any fervice, or ſufferings for the 
lake of Chrift, 

Thirdly , It teacheth men to reproach and upbraid God for his 
kindneſs to them. They may as well ſay, that God is the Author of 
their (11, in that he through his Soa created them ; as that he is the 
Author of their damnation, in that he raifeth chem up by the ſame 
Jeſus Chrift. 

What you might truly ſay of that Servant, who ſhall. murder the 
onely Son of his Maſter, who redecmed him out of a moſt. miſerable 
ſlavery,and gave him liberty to ſerve him ia the neareſt gelation, that 
ſhall upbraid his Lord bringing of him co a juſt tryal, aad ſay it had 
been berter tor me to have abode fill in fla very, then to be tormented 
for my wickedneſs ; or wiſh that he had not brought him out of his 
bondage &c. we juſtly ſay of thoſe men who fancy the forementio- 
ned Objcaion; yea the dama'd theml(elyes will not dare to fpeak 
fuch words before the throne of God, but ſhall be convinced by their 
owne amazed con(ciences, that they ſhall then ſuffer for the doing of 
that wickedneſs which they ſhould and might have avoided, and the 
not doing of that good which God gaye them ability. and opperru- 
nity to do,and not becauſe God made them or raiſed theni. 

But (fay ſome) God appointed them to be diſobedient , and to 
commit thoſe ſ6ns for which he will damn them. 
| Tconfels, if that were true, then the poor dama'd wretches might 
hope to have ſomething to plead with the great Judge for an excuſe: 
bur ir's mot untrue, as it hath beeg ſhew'd, I coafeſs this is the great 
objection which the devil and ungodly men ever-raiſed, which brings 
the greateſt advantage to Satan, the greateſt encouragement to fin- 
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to God, of any thing thar ever ſhall or can be uttered by the mcuth of any 
mortal man ; * bzing contrary to all Scripture ; whictrecclates againalt all the 
unrightcouſn:ſs of mn, and appearance of cvil ; ſhews us that our Gol #s of 
purer yes then to bebold vanity; and reaſon, which will ſurely ell us that 
God would never appoint m-:11 to do that which he abhors, or condemn 
men for doing what he had appointed them, or at caſt tor not doing that 
which he never gave them cither ability or call to perform, - 

But (ſay ſome) what of it were the pleaſure of God tg make a thou,and 
worlds, and 1o deſtroy them all ? 

I anſwer, ficſt, That is not, nor ever will b2 the pleaſure of God, to do 
that which he hath not revealed (for, he will do n0ching, but. be will 1cue al his 


ſecrets to his ſervan's.) &c. 


Secondly, 1 heſe are unlearned queſtions z and it argucs that when men _ 


are put to ſuch fhitts, they have nothing ro ſay from the word of truth ſor 
their opinions : and thercfore I ſhall forbcar to follow them in their fool. 
curioſities, when they preſume to be wiſe above what is wiilten. | 

Laſtly, God is fo tar from taking pleaſure in deftroying one whole world, 
that he is no: willing that any ſhould periſh,zPct 3 9. Neither doth he willine'y 
affAift zo giieue th: children of mon, Lam. 3.33. Yeazhe hath fworn that be ba:þ 

70 plca/ure in the dea'h of the wiched, but that the wicked tuin from his niet; d 
2a), and live, Ezck.33.11. 

Obje&. Yet the Lord hath made the withed for the day of evil,Prov.16.4. 

_ I anſwer, firſt, Bur that doth not ſay that he hath made any men (as they 
are men) for the day of evil, neither doth ic ſay chat God made men wicked 
(as many ſay now a dayes) But he hath appo:nicd and ordained that wicked 
men ſhall be deſtroyed 3 ſuch as refuſe and rebels, lia. 1. ſuch as twrn the 
grace of Go1 into wax'onn:ſs, Jude 4. they that bilicue no', Heb, 3. 18,19. 
neither repent of rheir wicked deeds, Lzk.' 3.3. bur rcjz<Qing the Goſpel,nor 
conſidering nor lying to heart the loving kindneſs of. rhe Lord, go on in 
their whoredome, lying, ſwearing, ſtcal.ng, drunkennels, revil-ngs,hereſies, 
covetoulneſs, and all abominations ; theſe ſball be turned in'o Hell, with all 
the Nations that forget Gol, Pſal. 9g. 17. bur that God did cver make or ap- 
point men to be whoremongers, lyars, theeves, or hererticks,&c. that ſo he 
m6 deſtcoy them, is moſt abominable to unagine, 

na word, God is ſo far from making men wicked, or deſtroying them as 
they arc his crearures, that, when Adam bad deſtroyed himſelt, and the 
whole world of men in him, by original or the firſt fin, the Loxd freely, 
through Chriſt, forgave itz, and delivercq or faved him, and in him 'all his 
ſterity (for had 4damat that inftant dycd, all had periſhed'for ever with 
im) bur rhey are ſo far faved from zhat deſtruction,thar he giveth life 10 the 
world, Joh.7.33. and though men ye down in the grave, and fleep in the 
duſt, yer they ſhall all live again in the day of the Lord. 
Bur, may ſome ſay, 3s be ſo the Saviour of all men,that none fhall be damn'd in 
the ſecond death ? 
I anfwer, No : for though he be the Saviour of all men, as 1 have proved, 
yer eſpecially of them that belje vez as I fhallnow allo briefly ſhew you by the 
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Scriptures,Prov.3-35- The wiſe ſhall inherit glo:y.Dan.13.3. They that be wiſe 


(hall ſhinz as the bi.gnieſs of the firmament , ond they that !urn many to tighte- 
ouſn: ſs, as the [tas for ever and ever. Mat 13.43. Then ſhall the rightcous ſhine 
forth as the Sun in the kinzdome of ther Father. Mat. 26. 46. Bu! the rightcous 
in o bife eternal. Luk.12.32. Fear no', litile flock, it 15 your Fathers good plea- 
ſure lo give you the Kjngdome. Whoſorver believeth on him, ſhall no! periſh, but 


have & ».nal life, Joh. 3.15, 16,18, & 36. My ſhcep hear my voice, and 1know 


them, and th:y follow mc, and 1 give un'o them cleinal life, and they ſhall n0: 
priſh, Neither ſhall any man pluck them out of my hand, Joh.10.27,28, See Joh, 
5.28,29 All that aye tn the graves ſhall bear his vaice, and ſhall come ſoith,they 
tha: have done gabd, to the reſurreftion of life,&&c. Mar, 16.16. He that! belicy- 
eh an4 is baptized, ſhall be ſave!.Rom.2.7.10. Gloiy, honour, peace, and etcr- 
ail lfe,'o cvey man that paticnily continues in well doing. Mat. 16.22. He that 
1ad4ureath to the end, ſhall be ſaved. Rev. 2,23. Bethou faithful unto the death, 
and I give thee the 610wn of lif:, See verſ, the 11,17,26,29,28. & Revy.3:5,12, 
21, Hc is made the Anthor of eternal ſalvation to thoſe that obry him,Heb.5.9. 1f 
we ſuffer with him, we ſhall alſo reign with him,2T im.2.12. But the wicked ſhall 
be as fubblc, Mal.g.1. He that calleth en the name of the I 6d, ſhall be ſaved, 
Rom.To. Bleſſed are all they that do his commandments, that th.y may have right 
to the tree of life, and enter in by the gates in'0 the holy City, Rev, 22, 14. with 
many other pertinent texts of Scripture, whereby we may demonſtratively 
evidence thar there is a ſpecial ſalvation tor ſome (vix;) ſuch as hear, know, 
believe, and obey God ; and that as allmenare and ſhall ſurely be ſaved 
from the firſt dearth,and all that came on them rhrough the offence of Adam; 
yec they only who receive the truth in the love of it,ſhall be ſaved from rhe 
ſecond death; and they who are contentious, and do not obey the truth, 
rhrough their negle& of ſo great ſalvation as was purchaſed by his blood, 
and preached in the word or lighr of Jeſus, though they ſhall be raiſed up at 
the laſt day trom the: firſt death, yer for their wickedneſs they ſhall be caſt 
into the lake of fire and brimſtone, which is the ſecond death. 

All che ObjeRions and Queries that uſually men bring in hereabour rhe 
creatures believing and a&ing inali kind of obedience, [ have handled in 
the precedent part of this treatiſe, where I have proved thar God never re- 
quires any dury of any of his creatures, but at ſome rime or other he fur- 
niſheth them with ability ro fulfill his commands ; And all our obedience 
merits not eternal life in the leaſt, ſecing God 4 pn have deprived us 
of a being, or have given no more bur this life, and yet have laid upon us 
much- more work then he hath : bur ir was the good pleaſure of his will to 
give eternal life, through his Son, to all ſuch as ſerve him in their genera- 
tions according to the light manifeſted ro. them. For which free mercy, all 
praiſe, honour, ſeryice, and obedience, is due to Febovah for evermore.

which unavoidably follow the contrary Do- 
Arine, with the anſwer co the ObjcRi- 
ons or Arguments of M.7ro#24, 
M. Wood, and others, 


HH: chas by the Scriptures proved that Chriſt died 
for all men, and what he hath done for a}l, or what be- 
nefic all men have by him, 

I come in the nexc place, in the ſtrength of the Lord, 
co i]luſtraro the truth of this affertion by Reaſons or Arguments 
drawn from the Scriptures, which may eaſily cyince £o ſober 1pi- 
rits, and convince the gain-ſayers of this ſoul-cſtabl-ſhing Fun- 
damentall Doctrine of che Goſpell, and chey are theſe: 

\ Firſt, che coming.of our Saviour into the world is glad t5- 
der.gs of great joy to all people, Lak. 2.11, which could never 
be, if Chriſt had done nothing for che greateſt part of mankind, 
but it would have been ſad tidings ro moſt men,who mutt _ 
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fore dic eternally, becauſe there was no Saviour for them , or at 
leaſt, becauſe they obey nor him , who never paid a price for 
them. . 

Secondly, the Word that is to be preach'c , is the Goſpell, to 
every creaſure, Mark 16. 15. the Miniſters of the Lord Jeſus 
areto declare peace unto every houſe where they come, Luk,1o, 
5. and chit cannevyer be done, if they are not able by the Scri- 
ptures to preach a Saviour to them, without leaving any doubts 
npon their ſpirits. 

Thirdly, God wonld have «ll men tobe ſaved, and come to the 
knowledge of the trutb, 1 Tim. 2. 4. and 5s not willing that avy 
ſheuld periſh, but that all ſhould come torepentance: Now if Chriſt 
died not for all, then God would bave: more men to be ſaved 
then Chcilt died for, (as ſome have ſaid ) which is Þþſurd to i- 
magine,or what good will repentance do thoſe for whom Chriſt 
never died? 

Fourthly, they that are damn'd, 7e. 3.18. with ver. 36. are 
damn'd, becawſe they believe not in the only ® 74 Sow of God, 
therefore the only begotten Son of God dicd for thoſe, orelſe 
how ſhall they be dama'd becauſe they believe not in him, ex- 
cept men ſhall be damned for got bclicying on him that never 
dicd for them? + 

Fifthly, they that ſhallbe damn'd might. have been ſaved, if 
they had received the trath in the love of it, 2 Theſ.2.10,11,12, 
15. therefore Chrift died for them, or elſe they had no probabi- 
lity of ſalvation, ſeeing there ir no name given unto men under 
heaven whereby they muſt be ſaved, but only the name of Feſus 
Chrifh, eAti: 4.12. 

Stxthly, they for whoms Chraft died may periſh and be deflroyed; 
fee 1 Cor. 8.11. with Rows, 14. 15, 

Seventhly, ſome deny the Lord that bought them, and bring 
apon thim'elves deftrattion 2 Per2.1. lo thai it Chriſt dicd for 
thoſe chai thall be 1avee, and thoſe that thall be deſtroyed, he 
dicd fur all. 

Eighthly,the Apoſtle commands, that prayers and /upplicats- 
«ns ſhall be made fer al men, 1.7 19. 2.1, ſurely prayers will do 
but lictle goud co their for whom Chritt never gied, or how can 
we pray in faith tor all men, if Chiiſt died not for them. .

Ninethly, they who regard lying vanities forſake their own muev< 
ries, Jonah 2.9. ; defied to ae whes EIS canor do 
forſake, for whom Chrilt never died. 

Tenthly , men judge themſelves unworthy of cternall life, 
AF. 13.46. and negleR their own falyation: I beſeech you cort- 
ſider whether it be poſſible for men to put off crternall life, or 
negle@ their ſalvation, if Chriſt rever died for them, ſo as ro 
bring them into a poſſibility of enjoying everlaſting happinefle. 

Eleventhly,if Chriſt died bat for ſome, then the Devil deftroys 
no man, bur they periſh for want of a Saviour, contrary to o. 
3. 17. and many other places. 

Twelfthly, if Chriſt died not for all, then deſpair of pardon 
and ſalvation in them that periſh, is no ſia, ſecing there is ri0- 
thing for thoſe men to believe nato their everlaſting peace, for 
whom Chriſt ſhed not his bloud. | 

Thirteenthly, if Chriſt died not for all, then it would be « fin 
for ſome men to belicye that Chriſt died for them, in that chey 
ſhould believe 2 lye, and all will grant chat it is a fin for any man 


to believe »lye. 


Fourtcenthly, if Chrift died but for forne (even ſuch as are e- 
ternally ſaved) then none can be guilty of chatfin of treading 
under foot the bloud of the Covenane wherewith chey were 
ſanRified, contrary to Heb. 10. 29. 

Fifeeenthly, if Chrift died not for all , then Saran doth no c- 
vill in perſwading ſome that Chriſt died nor for chem , but per- 
ſwadcs them eo believe the truch; if it be erve thar Chriſt died 
but for ſome of the world. h 

Sixreenthly, if Chriſt did nor die for all, then the Devi] doth 
not deceive thoſe that are damn'd when he perfwades chem 
that Chriſt died not for them; and che Oppoſers of the rruch af- 
firm, that be cannot deceive chem for whom Chriſt dicd, and ſo 
he can deceive none, and by this (if it be erue) the divell is no 
decciver, 

Seventeenthly,if there be ſonte men that Cheift died nor for, 
then it is a verrue for ſome merr not to believe in Chrift for fal- 
yation, for in believing this they belicve the erurh, and it's © ver- 
tue in any to belicye every ruth. 

Eighcecnthly, if Chriſt died ner for all mankind', then this 
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unayoidably follows, that thoſe for whom Chriſt died nor, do 
as well in believing that Chriſt died not for them, as choſe for- 
whom he died, do in believing that he did die for them, ſeeing. 
both aretrue (if the Adverſaries-of the truch ſay right) and it is 
as much vertue to believe one truth as another. 

Nineteenthly, «/l are bound tolive to hirs, 2 Cor. 5.15. even 
wo him that died for them, and roſe again Now | wonder what 
goodirt will do mento live to Chriſt, or why we ſhould per- 
ſwade all mento live to him, yea tell chem that they are bound 
to do ſo, if Chriſt died not for them ?-yea we know that there-. 


fore men ſhall be damn'd at the laſt day, becauſe they live not to- 


him that died for them, and roſe again. 


Twentiethly, he being Lord of quick and dead, ſhall judge- 
all men at the laſt day, as you may moſt clearly ſee , Roms. 14. 9, . 
10, For this end Chriſt both died, and roſe, and"revived, that he- 


awwight be Lord both of the dead and the living , and he ſoall judge 


(all men) qnick and dead at his appearing, 2 Tim. 4. 1. how ſhall” 


he judge thoſe whom he ne ver purchaled with a price? ſhall we 


think that he that reproves men for judging another mans ſer-- 


vant, will allow that which be condemns? God forbid, ir muſt 
needs be then that Chriſt died for all, ſeeing he js Judge of all, 


except you will ſay that Chriſt will judge men becauſe they had 


not a Redeemer. 
21, There is ne place of Scripture ſayes that Chriſt di- 


ed only for the EleR, or only for his Church , that he died bur 


for a few, or but for ſome, therefore they that ſo ſay, ſpeak not 


the language of the Koly Ghoſt, but a private interprecati- 
on, we ſpeak-what we know, and teſtifie what we bave ſcen, . 
that which we bave looked on with our eys, and heard from: 


Chrift and his Apoftles with our cars, which our hands have- 
handled of the Word of life declare we unto you. Mr.7 re. doth 
as good as confefle that there is nor one plain Scripture to prove 
his poſition that Chriſt did nor die for all, for if you mark the- 
inſcription of his book, he ſays not an eAntidete againſt uni- 
verſall Redemption in ten poſitive texts of Scripeures, but in 
ten Reafons deduc'd from the Scriptures: I have proved that 
Chrift did die for all by ten Wicuefſes proceeding every one out 
of the mouth of God, by che Mipiltery of Chriſt, the Prophets

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and Apoſtles through the Spirie, and whether you that read will 
believe what theſe ſay in ſo many words, or the dark conſequen- 
ces and conclafions of men, chuſe ye; if there had been any texe 
that had ſaid that Chriſt died only for ſome, ſure Mr. Tre, would 
have cited it; we know and acknowledge that Chriſt died for. 
ſome, for his Church, for the Ele, for the Saints, buc to ſay thar 
he therefore died for none elſe, is contrary to Scripture, reaſon, 
and ſenſe; we may as well argue that he dicd for none but Pasl, 
becauſe he ſays, Gal.2. 20. be loved me, and gave himſclf for me : 
and hence it is that we are perſwaded to rake whatloever the 
Scripture holds out in this point, which fays, he [aid dows bu life 
for the ſheep (i. c.) ſuch as hear his voice, and follow him, Jo. :8.15. 
compared with ver. 27. avd we believe that be bowght thoſe that 
deny him, and bring upon themſelves defiruttion, read 2 Pet.

all that tz written in the Law and the Prophets , for this canſe 
we are acconnted Heretiques, and Seft arians, as the Apoſtles and 
Saints of ol4 were, Atts 24. 14. with chap. 28.22. For they did de- 
clare the love and mercy of God towards all men, and ſuch as 
laid his love to heart, and were thereby led to repentance, they 
did baprize; with theſe they did : walk in Church-fcllowſhip, in :

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ver ability From the Lord to perform, therefore are we call'd 
Heretiqucs; and becauſe weare willing that our DoRrine ſhould 
be _ by the word of truth, both publikely and privately, 
and deſire by the ſame Touchſtone to prove what others teach 
for doctrine , and will not be deluded by Philoſophy and vain 
deceit, nor muy with the tail of the old Serpent (! mean the Pro- 
phet who teacheth lies) Tſa.

written? might ihey not juſtly ſay, that here isno light in theſe 
things, and that theſe things\ not being written) ate not for our 
learning, doubtleſs chey-mighr.

or decreed nycn to kediſobedient; How then can theirdeſtraRi-' 
on beofthemlelves? yea how can their fin be'of chemſelves, if 
God appointed them co be diſobedient ? Another while that 
Chrif merirerh faich for the Saints, and that ke} worketh or 
atech faich in the Creatures, how then can that betruewhich 
he ſayes here, that men muſt ftrive colay hotdon Chriſt, and 
they that do nor,, perifh through unbelicfe ? Can there beany 
poflibilicy that they ſhould believe, for whom Chriſt meirteth 
not faith, ſecing all that do befieve had faich mericed for them? 
and it was not they that believed, but Chrift in them, or thax 
they belicycd at leaft by an unreſiftable power : 'Sure then they 
lai noe hold of the rope, as Mc. Tronghton ſayes, drawing men 
out todoe, not asking queſtions ; much fefle did they firiye fo. 
to doe : but che ropelaid hold on them, and plucke. thers up 
whether they would or no, And thus you fee that Mr. Trough-. 
tvs DoUtrinc is but like ropes of Sand, it holds not cogertier; 
none can lay any ſure hold of ic,itwil not hold his &wn weight 
for what he faſt-ns in one place he breaks in another; : d 
what truth he ſpeaks in one leaf of his Book, he leaves, yea de- 
nyes in.another ; what he buildes in a moneth, he thrower 
downein a minute.” For how is itpaſſible that any foulecan 
beleeve in God or Chriſt through his Teaching, for he ſaycs 
that God did not give bis Soune to dye forall, yer he offers 
racetoall, that Redemption is nor univertall, but rheten- 
Eics of Chriſt areuniverſal : That God did let or fend downe 
' Chriſt co ſaveloſt man,and :hey arenoc co queſtion it ; bat yer 
ke appointed the greaceſt part of mento be diſobedient : That 
men exclude them{elves by unbelicfe; yet chere' was never a 
Chriſt for them to believe, ( except they would believe an one, 
that never dyed for them.) That G d decreed both the finne 
and ſuffering of the Creature ; yet their deftruftion is of them- 
ſelvcs. With a hundred more of ſuch contradiQions which 
may be found in his, aud other mens Books which maintaine 
his Opinion, which leaves many poore ſoules in the darke, ma- 
ny in deſpaire, more in prophannelſs ; and builds up the reft as 
] have ſhewed,upon an uncertaine ſandy foundation, 
| | This 
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T bis be calls bis or their Minifery, and well he may, for it's 
not the Miniſtery of Chriſt, or miniſtration of the Spirit, for 
where doth the Spirit of God fay, Chriſt died for all and-every 
man that accepts of him: (this Doctrine ſers n ſoul to accept of 
Chriſt before they know what he bath done for them) The mi- 
niſtration of the Spirit ſpeaks chus, that he dicd for all, for eve- 
ry man, for the whole world, finners, heretikes which deny him, 
and they that receive, accept, or believe on him ſhall not periſh, 

&-c. and this is tuc doctrine which we teach, which the Lord 
hath bleſt, bleſſed be his name, to the Converſion and conſolation 
of mine and many thouſand ſouls within theſe ſeven years. 

Thus you fee the concluſion of M.7rowghtons little Traft put 
forth to leſſe purpoſe, which though ſome may judge legitimate, 
yet luch as have ſeen what men have formerly writ on this ſub- / 
je, will diſcerne that it's but borrowed out of other mens M. Rye 
works of this kind , yet he begs a bleſſing on his Babe, bur if e- þ,oy. 
ver his wiſdome recurne to him, and his cycs are opened to fee M.Qwe,,. 
the deformity of the (clf-contradition and ſouk-diftraction M.Re- 
that is in it, he will fly from it. as Aſoſes from his changed Rod, ther ford.

I wonder what uſe M. Tre. can put his Doftrine to, it affords: | 
no encouragement tO the rebellious to come 1n, for if they 
ſhould be of that number which Chriſt died not for, (which is 
far the greater, if M.7 ro. doctrine were truc) it will -aor benefit 
them ar all as co their cternall ſtate, it-can yeeld no ſolid or cer- 
tain comfort to a drooping heart; for if Chriſt did nordie for 
all, ſtil] he doubts, whecher he died for him: And if God ap- 
pointed men to be diſobedicnt, how dares M.7 yo. reprove them 
for being ſo? no ſound exhortationto repent and believe ariſes. 
from his tenets, for he layes, God hath not enabled his crea- 
tures to do either, but it muſt be done inthem by ae ircefiſtable 
power; he can never convince a ſoul of the riches of the grace 
and Jove of God to hin, for nothing will do that, but the uner- 
ringevidence of the Spirit.in the Word of God, and where that: 
ſayes Chriſt died for all, he denies it, and ſaycs the Scripture 
means no ſuch thing; it ſends forth no dehortations from vice, 


for he ſaycs, that they who are partakers of the Grace, the "oo 
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(to uſc his expreſſion) can never fail finally from it, nor they 
that Chriſt died not tor, (g/l never come to it; and what need 
M. Tre. diſſwade any man from an evill way by_this dodqrine? 
And how can he inform any poor ſoul of the great kindneſſe of 
God and Chriſt to him or her, when he cannot clearly prove by 
expreflc texts of Scripture, that Chriſt died for them? He may 
ſay thus, ſceing Chriſt did not die for all: (which is his doQtrine) 
then this ſerves to reprove them that ſay he did, and that is Z/as- 
ah, (briſt, Panl, Peter and Fobx; and ſceing God hath appoint- 
ed moft men to be diſobedient, this may encourage and comfore 
them in their diſobedience, in that they do what God appointed 
them te do; and ſeeing God commands all to believe and accepr 
of Chriſt, yet hath not given power or ability to any ſo todo, 
(as he ſays) it ſhewes what a hard Maſter God is, who requires 
of his creatures that which they can never, yea that which ar 
leaft he never intended the greateſt pare ſhould perform : And. 
ſeeing thoſe that he calls Saints can never fall away from that 
Rate, this may incoursge mento go on in fin, and cry peace and 
ſafery, tili ſuddain deſtruftion hurles them into endlicile miſery, 
And though M. Tre. will not in words make ſuch uſes of his Do- 
Arine, yet Satan hath and doth prevailupon thouſands, ( the 
more'sthe piry) toMake ſuch fiſes of it, they ſo naturally ariſing 
fromthoſe politionF®hich he maintains, 1 know that ſuch uſes. 
are wicked, ch more'is the doctrine that yeelds them; if ſuch 
fruit be to be abhor'd, (as ſure iris) much more the tree that 
bearsit, a good tree cannot yeeld ſuch corrupt fruit ; the preat 
God layhis Axe to the root of it, and pluck up every plant that 
his hand hath not planted ; not by might, nor by power, but by the 
Spirit of the Lord. But if Mr.T ro. hath bettcr uſes, which clear- 
ly come from his doArine, I wonder he did not produce them; 
for my part I ſhall ss briefly ay I can ſhew you thar read theſe 
things, what uſes the Lord hath taught me by his Spiric in the 
Word to make of the Doctrine that I hold forth, and which

It ſerves to reprove them that continue in fin, and aR con- 
trary to htm that gave his only Son to die for them. 

s. Itinforms us of the great and infinite love of the Father, 
that gave his only Son, & he his deareſt heares bloud(firſt virtu- 
ally in the promiſe,then actually in perſon) rather then loſt man 
ſhould want a Redeemer, and withall to inform men of the hor- 
rid and odious nature of fin, which nothing can fully take away 
without the bloud of the Son of God. | 
4. This may ſerye to perſwade, yea conſtrain finners, who do 
all live through Jeſus Chriſt, to love him that loved them firſt, 
and gave his Son to be a propitiation for them, and ro keep his 

"Commandementrs, that is, to live to him that died for them and 
roſe again. 

5. This may encourage the greateſt finner that groancth un- 
der fin, to forſake (in, and come to Chriſt, who (ſeeing he lov'd

6. To reprove obſtinate proud Rebells, who deny the Loyd that 
bought , and dare fin againft ſuch grace and kindnefſe, as is 
ſeen by the Fathers giving his Son for them. 

« This ſerves to leave all men without excuſe, they cannot 
ſay that God hath not commendedbis love torbems, lecing he hath 
written it in legible Charaers of his Sons bloud: 

$. Here is conſolation for the Saints, who through the know- 
ledge of ſuch love have been drawn to obey God, they know 
whom, and in whom they have belicved, and are as fare that 
Chriſt died for trhem,as if he had told them with his own mouth, 

in that they believe the Scriptures affirming that he ranſom- 
ed all. | 

9. This may ſerve to them as an antidote againſt fin' and er- 
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rors, is that Chrift died for their fins, according to the Seripturgs. 
16. It may ſerve to incite us to love every creature 
with the love of good will or pity at leaſt, when we 
remember that Chriſt died for them as well as for us n 
oh if this dotrine were fully known, it wonld ſo increaſe 
love, and quench hatred, diſcord, and debate, peace, Ju- 
ſice and mercy would floriſh, and wars, oppreſſion, and cruelty 
would be baniſhed ; ſome beams of this univerſall love of God 
beginning to ſhine forth vpoo the hearts of our Commanders, 
Rulers, Judges, &. have inclin'd them to more clemency, righ- 
teouſnefſe and pity then ſome former times have afforded, and 
25 it is more manifcſted, we ſhall doubtlefle ſee more of God 
(who is leve,and lov'd us when enemies) appearings. *Tis erue, 
a man thar traly fears Ged cannot delight in an ungodly perſon, 
neither can our heavenly Father, yet he doth them good, and 
the Saints deſire the converſion of their enemies, and will do 
good unto all, according to their ability, and their fellow crea- 
rures capacity, and though they hate the vices of men, yer they 
lo ve their perſons, ſo as that they will'exhort, intceart, and ad- 
moniſh chem to come in to the Lord that bought them, and not 
ſeck the ruine of their bodies, ſtates, reputations, and ſouls, as[ 
fear too many, who deny the death of Chriſt for all, would if ic 
were in their power, and could wiſh that there were ſomething 
in force like that Popiſh Statute ds Hereticis comburendis, as zp- 
pears by their continuall appeals to the civill, yea and milira 
powers, their complaints and petitions againſt ſuch as hold the 
rruth in love,by all means labouring to perſwade the Magiſtrates 
to unſheath their ſwords, to cut off, baniſh, or filence by might 
of men thoſe who are full of might by the Spirit of the Locd to 
declare againſt their corrupt principles and praftiſe, they have. a 
zeal, bur not according to knowledge , fordid they know what 
love the Father hath ſhewed thoſe whom they maligne, and what 
ſwcer communion they have with God, and that God lov'd 
thoſe whom they hate, ſo asto give his Son to die for them,they 
would neyer ſuffer that curſed root that beareth gall and worm- 
wood to ſpring up in their hearts, bur would endeavour to 5n- 
fir ut them with meekneſſe, or contend againſt them, at leaſt with 
theiwor of. the ſpirit: Bur this they do nor, but by all mcanes 
| ſeek. 


Freed from Reſtraint. 
ſcek their impoveriſhment and ruine, and will not ſpeakto them, 
though they bring the ſame doAtrine which Chriſt and his Apo- 
ſtles caught, they thun diſpacing with them, under precexe that 
they are Heretiques, and rejeR them, not knowing that that ad- 
viſc is proper to thoſe that are members together of the Church 
of Chriſt, and nor choſe that are of different Churches, for what 
authority hath any Church to caſt out or rejeQ one that is nor 
immembred with them; bur the truth is, theſe men are afraid of 
the light, and have no love to ſuch as are of Pas/s opinion, that 
Chriſt died for all, and therefore they incenſe authority , goaſh 
their teeth againſt chem.Bur we know that Chrift died fos them, 
and defire that they alſo may know it, and by that goodneſle be 
{ed to repent of all their evills, and in particular of their envy 
. and conſultations againſt the Saints of the molt high, who be- 
lieve, as the Scripture ſaith, and will not receive the corrupe 
glofſes which men put on them, or the ſad and dark concluſions 
and conſequences which they draw from them. Ina word, if 
Chrift died for all, this may ſerve to keep the poor ſin-ſick ſinner 
from deſpair, and the proud tranſgrefſor from preſumption, to 
reprove ſuch as givethe Scripture, yea the Spirit of God the lye, 
who in ſo many places hath clearly evidenced it , yet they deny 
what is there written, and would fave urrather adhere to their 
 expoſitions, which arc all darker then the cexe, |

ordain'd all men to ſerve kim, and furniſhed them with every

5. This may ſerve to ſtir up poor creatures to be thankfull, 
and admire the riches of grace, and ſpeak gaod of the name of 


the Lord ſo mercifull and bounriſull, and to incite them to ariſe- 


and be doing,(1 Chren.22.16.) and God will be with them, ſome 
to hear, ſearch,read, inquire, that they may know and believe the 
Lord, and them that come to know and apply his love, to re- 
pent and be baptized, to ſeparate from the world, and ſuch a- 
gain to continue in the grace of God, in the fellowſhip and do- 
Rrine of the Apoſtles, in breaking of bread and prayers, in prai- 
ſing of God, in holincfſc of life, watching againſt ſin, and for 
the coming of their Lord and Maſter Jeſus Chriſt ; 'tis true, wo 
are not capable of the ſame exhortation, for to exhort a wicke 

man that never yet believ'd the Gofped, to pray and break bread 


with the Sainrs,& wait for the day of Chrilt,is prepoſterous;but 


to exhore ſuch to hear, to ſeek, or inquire after God, hear, read, 
and ſcarch the Scriptures (that ſo they may come to know , be. 
lieve and repent ) is ſutcable to the direftion of the Spirtt 
through the whole book of God, who hath enabled men and 
women cometo years of diſcretion, (ſo as to diſcern berwecne 
good and evil) thus to do. To call them to baptiſm, and ſo make 
them members of a vifible Church, who never hcard of God, is 
ridiculous, and M.7re, himſelf (in his Epiſtle to the Reader) con- 
fefleth it under bis own hand, That vifble tirle to, and mtereſs in 
the Covenant of Grace, confiſting in a ſerious profeſſion of the Chri- 
ftias faith, accompanied with a [uteable converſation, 15 that which 
conflintes a member of the viſible C burcb of (briſt; whence two 
things are conſiderable: 1. That infants are not, whileſt infants, 
viſidIc Mcmbers of the Church of Chrilt, in that they make no 
profeſſion of the Chriſtian Faith, neither is their converſation 
fureable eo the boly precepcs of the moſt high, ( for they ſpeak 
and att as children) neither doth God require that it (ſhould be 
ſo, for he {pcaks not to children. 2. This diſcovers the folly of 
Baby-ſprinklers, who require more of poor creatures then they 

- are 
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freed from Reſtraint. 

are able to perform, which ſhews that their Miniſtery in this, as 
in other things, is not of God, who never exacts that of any, 
which he of his own free mercy and goodnefle hath not given 
them ability to bring to paſſe; yca they are contrary to God,agd 
palpably contradi& themſelves. 

After this ſhort digreſſion, a ſixth uſe thatmay be made of 
this doArine js this, that ſeeing God hath appointed , ſer apart, 
or choſen all men to ſerve him, and enabled them ſorto do, this 
ſhould teach Miniſters to take heed that they add not to, neither 
diminiſh from the precepts whjch God hathgiven to mankind, 
by laying more or [:fle upon perſons then they are able to per- 
form, which is a uſuall thing; for they ſay of infants, thax they 
muſt be baptized, and be Church-Members, ( though they have 
done neitker good nor evil,nay know not their right hand from 


their left, and cell men that are 20. 40.50. years of age, that they 
cannotbelieve nor repent, nay that they mult not bebaptized,&c.. 


Laſtly , this may ſerve for a triall and examination to every. 
man, whether he hath done all that, good which God enabled 
him to do, and avoided that cvill, which he by che light manife- 
feſted from God might have ſhunned, that ſo he may through a. 
certain knowledge of his aRtings in theſe things, be comforted. 
ja his obedience through Chriſt, the ſtrength and arm of the 
Lord, or repent of his non-performance of that which through. 
that light or power he might have performed. And now let the 
jadicious Reader judge, whether thefe things being very profits- 
ble, do not freely low from that dorine which men call he- 
reſie. |

hort ary co beware, bur ſuch as walk in that way, as .hoſe Saints 
of old did, to whom thoſe words we uſe were written and ipoe« 
ken, that were improper, and one means it hath been to deceive 
the poor ſouls in this Ifl:nd, and make them think they were alh 
Sainrs, according to the Scripture account, when they were ex- 
horced not to faliaway from their preſent fate, whereas it had 
been happy for many thouſand if they had fallen from it, ſo they:

Part not from the way of God, for they are nor init, or from 
the living God, for they are not with him: Bur we beſeech them 

to repent, and turn to God, that ſo they may be baptized, and 

added to the Chutch, and «njoy the precious privitedges that 

perrzin to ſuch as worſlnp God 1m ſpirit and cruth, s.e. according 

co his word, which is ſpirit and truth, well knowing that men” 
may as well be deſtroyed for refiſting the power of God, and. 


putting from them the Word of God and cternall life, as for 


delcrting 
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deſerting the way of righteouſneſſe, add turning from the holy 
Commandementr delivered unto them, and therefore they have 
no juſt cauſe to be angry agaitiſt us, ( as they are) for the ſcarch- 
er of hearts is witneſle, that we defire earneſtly their converſion

riſh, but rather that you ſbould turae from your own way and 
live: I know this to be truth, for he hath ſpoken it, and Chrift 
hath ſealed it with his bloud he ſhed for you, which be would ne- 
ver have done, if he had nor defired your welfare. | 

And thus you ſee how uſefull the DoQtrine we preach is; and 
therefore no Way to be delpiſed, or diſparaged, as it is by many 
in onr Generation , who ſpeak ev4ll of the things they nnderFand 
nor. | 

But I come in the laſt place, by the bleſſed aſſiſtance of God, 
to ſhew you by whom and why this doQrine is oppoſed, and 
then I all conclude this work. 2 

I. This DoQtrine is oppoſed by Satan, who knows that if it 
ſhould be evinced that Chriſt died for all, then men would come 
to ſee the love of God to them, and would every where begin 
ro love God, and ſo obey his voice; and if it ſhould be publiſhed 
and proved, that God hath of his own free mercy ordain'd that 
all men may and ought to ſerve him, and hath furniſhed them 
with abilicy to know and believe him, and to do whatſoever he 
requires of them, and that if they periſh it's their own fault,then 
they would blefle his name, and be doing his work, and liſten to 
his word, all which things deſtroy Satans Kingdome. 

And if it (hould be manifelicd, that there is very great dan- 
ger of departure from God, and of being deccived , then he 
knows that the Saints would be more hecedfull and warchfull; 
they would be fearfull of falling into fin, and of back-ſlidin 
from truth, which things are contrary to Satans projets an 

profit; 


profit, for he ſtrives more to train afide one poor ſoul from the 
way of righteouſnefſe, then co keep twenty in the way of wick- 
ednefle, knowing that he cag make the enemies of the truth rri- 
umph, and blaſpheme more by the fall of one that is called tobe 
a Saint, then by a ckonſand fins done by others, h 
2, This DoQtrine is oppoſed by falſe Teachers, ſuch as den 

Scriptures, Order, Ordinances, or ſuch as rage and raile agai 
the way of Chriſt, and practiſe contrary to him , worſhipping 
the true God falſly, yea all ſorts of falſe Teachers ; as forcxam- 
ple, Chriſt ſayes, Ds/ciple all N ations, baptizing chem, but faith 
the world, baprize them, and diſciple them afterwards, for in- 
fants as infants cannot be Diſciples, for bs that 1aketh not wp big 
{roſſe, and followeth Chriſt, eaunet be his Diſciple, and that infants 
cannot do; the Spirit of God ſayes, repent a»d be baptized, the 
men of the world ſay, bebaprized, and repent after; yet they 
ſay, they bring fin enough into the world rodamn them eternal» 
ly, and they baprtize them before they repent of it; the Spirit 
ſays, 5f rhow believeft tho mayeſt; the world gh, they may be 
baptized who belicye nor, the Spirit of God fſayes, who can for- 
bid water that they ſhewld not be baytized, who bave received the 
Holy Gbef ſome men ſay, that they who are baptized with the 
Spirit, need not, nay ought net to be baptized with water, 
though they know not who they are. In a word, they who ei- 
ther in judgment or pratiſe continue contrary to light revealed, 
oppoſe the doArine and light held forth by Chriſt 5 his Word, 


and Spirit, and walk by the light of their own fires ( fancies I | 


may ſay ) oppoſe that DoRrine by me, and thouſands received 
feom the Scriptures. 

x. Becauſe if it ſhevld be declared that Chrift died for all, 
then people would begin to love him, and to repent of ſin, and 
enquire after him and his war'*s, and forſake aJl falſe Teachers, 
mad every falſe way, then they would fo love Jeſus Chriſt , that 
they will cry out, Lord what wilt thow have we to de? and more or 
lefle they would not willingly do in his worſhip then he hath 
required, not more, becauſe he hath given enough, and works of 
ſupererogation, and to be wiſe above what's written, are abo- 
minable in the ſight of God; not ieffe, becauſe that which he re- 

wires of us, is bur little , in compariion of the great things be 
hath done and ſuffered tor ws. R2 3 
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2. If it ſhould be publiſhed chat Chriſt died for all, then the 
greacet part of the Scripture muſt be taken as it is written, and 
that is contrary to the profit of the [apiſts, and ail falſe Pro- 
phets, who would fain have people believe that the Scriptures 
are very obſcure, that ſo they may deter the people from ſtudy- 
ing them, and give them aoncy according to their demands, 
for toexpound them by their corrupt gloſſes, and then alſo 

reat would be the company of the publiſhers of the Goſpel], 

or the love of God would ſo fill their hearts, as with new wine, 
that they could not but declare what God hath done for their 
ſouls;and this would make falſe teachers, fill'd with the wiſdome 
of this world fret, when the myflerics of the love of God ſhould 
be revealed to and by Babes in the Goſpell. 

3. Selfis much an enemy to it, for moſt men, yea all thoſe ma- 
ny thouſands which now 040 this truth of Chrifts dying for all, 
do well know, that not oniy Satan ard falſe Teachers did ſecree- 
ly zad oper ly incite them againſt it, bur their own heare corrupe 
through cuſtome 1n fin did riſe againſt ir ; and that for this rea- 
ſon, if they ihould acknowledge that Chrift died for ail, and thae 
God through him hath appoinced and enabled them to do his 
will, then they (ſhould have nv | berty or leiſure co linger and 
loiter in fin, but chey mult appear in love to Jeſus Chrilt, co be 
doing his work which he cail» them to, there maſt be ny ſleeping 
por flumbring,nor folding their hands t:1\]-ep,bur up and be do- 
ing, and as in the bodily, io in this {piritaali labuur, the creature 
deiuded by Satan cannot endure to do his duty which the Goſ- 
pell calls for. and this ſelf (1 mean (cif: love, ſelf-will, ſelf-inte. 
refts and ends &c,) t1i] it be ſuvducd by the appearing and recei. 
ying the light trom the Lord , cannot endure to hear that there 
is any polſio'licy of falling from the favour of God, for this 
would vc « mighty check to their pleaſure, profit, and delight 
they have in flo, fan would ſelf, even the fle:1.ly mind root out 
al: ſuch thoughts, thac 18 may ferd it ſelf with luſts, and take its 
fal ſwindge in fin without controule. Ard whatever [peciou; pre. 
tences men may Cover their conceirs with, and cry our againſt 
this DeRrine as uncomfortable, &c. ver the Serpents head lies 
hid beneath them, who pivmpcs them to decry it, that ſo 

he 
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lie may keep them from that godly feare and trembling , 
with which they ought to work our their owne falya- 
ti0n, 
I know we muſt ſerve God without fear of diſpleaſing men 
by obeying him, and without fear of his deceiving of. us of any 
thing be hath promiſed, yet continually fearing ro offcod him 
who loved us, and fearing left we ſhould come ſhort of what is. 
promiſed through our own unbelicf. The Apoſtle Pax was as 
eminent a Saint as moſt, yet hc hepr his body in /ubje Hon , le? by 
any means when be had preached to others, he bim/«lf ſhexld be 4 
$47t- away. 

In a word, if this DoQtine ſhould \e faithfally publiſhed, ir 
would wonderfully draw out mens foules after Chrilt, drive out 
the power of fin, carry forth mens Spirits to propagate the Goſ- 
pell, hurle down the Kingdome of Satan and Aatichiilt by the 
mighty increaſe of know.edg-, faith, and love, advance holi- 
n: i, ſobciery, and righres .ſ\neile, ſtir up men ro diligence. god- 
ly fear, and watchtuilnefſe, at lcalt leave men without any en- 
c:uragement to live in fin one moment, take away all thoſe 
Cob- w«b cioaks with which men palliate their impicries, re- 
move ail cxcuſes, and even force men to coafeſle their deſtruti- 
on is of themſclves, and therefore is it oppos'd by Satan, iclfe, 


and falſe teachers, who would all tuffer loilc by the fire of Gods 


Word, if their deceits and dufrines come to be dilcovercd by 
the glorious light of chefe truths which men call kercfie and er- 
rone ous oPIBIONs. 

I am not unarquainted with the tofſings ard torments of 
mind which they aix tubj«Rto that hold the doftrines contrary 
eo thele in the foregoirg cireatiſc inſifted on, their dejettons of 
ſpicit, and dubiouſneſſe of heatr, one while even drownes them 
in black dc ſpair, another while their foundationlefle faith, and 


?roundlefle confidence through the exceeding tubtilty of Satan, . 


makes them to dare to adventure upon a fin, upon this ſcore, 
thar if chey are eleQcd, they cannot hereby fall fioally,, and if 
they are not, it will nor be any impairing of cheir irrecoverable 
hopelciſc condition. I know Satan wili proyoke men to fret 
exccccingly againſt chele thiy gs with the bighelt cilt. gs and lift- 


ings .

times, and of hundreds who have communicated theirs with 
mine fince the daies of their converſion, I cannot, neither wil} 7 
conceal the counſells «nd cunning of ſo great an enemy , bur 
ſpeak truth to his, (yea to my own) ſhame ; neither am I igno- 
rant of the ftrong conſolation in obedience, the ſtrength againſt 
remptations, the heedfuil diligence, care, and watchfulinefle 2. 

zink (in, which they are pofſeſt with, who knowingly and cor. 
Jially hold and lay to heart that Chriſt died for all, for thereby 
they are ſo ſure that he died for them, that it's a hard matter for 
the devill and world to drive his love out of their hearts, and 
draw them inte diſobedience ; but they that hold the contrary, 
call the truth of many, and ſo at lengrh of all the Scriptures in- 


ro queſtion, as the Shropſhire Miniſters confeſle, page 1. of their 


nameleſle paper. 

And | am confident, that as the Lord hath, ſo he will bleſſe 
this DoQtrine, with thoſe that profefſe it, and practiſe that ho- 
linefle, righteouſnefle, and ſobciety, which that grace of God 
which bringeth ſalvation to all men teacheth , and by Lis owne 
Spirit, { nor the word and arme of fleſh) will fignally ap- 
pexre, to the overturning of that great mountain of faltc do» 
Arine , that hath kepr poore creatures from bcholding the face 
of the Son of righteouſneſle in the truth of the Goſpell ; and 
that they who ſay Chriſt did nor die for all (ſo giving the lye 
to the Spirit of God ): and that God did abſojutely appoins 
the greaceſt part of men to be diſobedient , not giving them 
ability to do what kerequires, and yet will damne them for 
not doing it ; thar God commands men to do that which he 
will work in them'by an irrefiſtable power; and ro make as 
though God contradifts himſcife , that the Lord that bought 
falſe Teachers was not Chriſt, &c. ſhall be convinced, or 
covered with the cloak of confuſion. For my part, if any ma- 
ligne «me for the publiſhing of this piaine dowge-right dif- 
courſe, Ideſire the Lord to forgive them, and turne their 
hearts, and yet graciouſly wait to manifeſt to them that pre. 
cious truth which they oppoſe, that ty it they may be com-
